Ordered^  That  Ak.  ;MQf]ji«»  and  Mr*  Tilford  be  a  eonhmtAae  «to 
wait  upon  the  Senate  with  a  like  message. 
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A  message  from  th^  Senale,  delivered  by  Mr.  Hubbard  and  Mr. 
Mather,  was  received,  informing  that  Ibey  were  appointed  a  eom- 
mittee  to  announce  to  this  House  that  the  Senate  had  met,  and  was 
ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

Mr.  Granger  reported,  that  pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  House, 
Mr.  Ostrander  and  himself  had  waited  upon  the  Governor,  and  in- 
formed him  that  this  House  had  met,  and  was  ready  to  proceed  to 
business  ;  and  that  the  Governor  had  been  pleased  to  say  that  he 
would  immediately  communicate  his  message  to  the  Assembly. 

Mr.  Moulton  reported,  that  pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  House, 
Sfr.  Tilford  and  himself  had  waited  on  the  Senate,  and  informed 
them  that  this  House  had  met,  and  was  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Remer, 

Reaahedj  That  the  clerk  be  directed  to  furnish  to  each  member 
of  this  House,  during  the  present  session,  such  newspapers  as  they 
may  respectively  direct,  not  exceeding  in  price  two  daily  papers,  and 
demy  tne  expenses  out  of  the  contingent  funds  of  this  House. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Juliand, 

Reached^  That  the  Speaker  appoint  the  usual  standing  committees 
of  this  House. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stilwell, 

Resohedy  That  the  clerk  of  this  House  be  directed  to  cause  to  be 
procured,  new  and  convenient  desks  and  seats  for  the  use  of  the 
members  of  this  Hot.se,  in  the  place  of  those  now  here  ;  and  also  a 
chandelier  of  suitable  size  and  quality,  to  be  fitted  up  and  suspended 
in  the  centre  of  this  hall. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Myers, 

Aesotoed,  That  the  clerk  be  authorised,  and  he  is  hereby  required 
io  furnish  the  members  of  this  House  with  the  usual  articles  of  Stt- 
tionarv,  of  qualities  corresponding  with  those  furnished  the  Honor- 
able the  Senate,  and  that  the  same  be  paid  for  out  of  the  contingent 
fuilda  of  this  House. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Myera, 

Reaolvedy  That  petitions  which  are  the  subject  of  reference  to 
standing  committees,  and  which  may  be  presented  previous  \o  the 
appointment  of  those  committees,  shall  be  referred  directly  to  such 
committees  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  hatid  them  to 
the  chairmen  of  the  appropriate  committees  when  appointed,  in  the 
order  as  to  priority  in  whieh'they  are  presented  to  the  tfouse.' 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Otis, 

Reaolvedf  That  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  last  House  of  Assembly 
be  adopted  as  the  rules  and  orders  of  this  House,  until  further  or- 
dered. 

Mr.  Seymour  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  House,  a  reso- 
lution, in  the  words  foUowing,  to  wit : 

Resolv^j  That  the  clerk  of  this  House  be,  and  he  is  hereby  di- 
rected io  request  the  several  clergymen  of  the  city  of  Albany,  having 
charge  of  congregations,  to  attend  the  opening  of  this  House  each, 
morning  by  prayer,  in  such  order  as  may  best  suit  their  convenience. 

OrdiSredj  That  the  said  resolution  do  lie  upon  the  table. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Stilwell, 

Resolvedj  That  the  clerk  cause  to  be  procured  for  the  use  of  this 
House,  diagrams  of  the  Senate  and  Assemblj  cha^ibcrs ;  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  State,  and  of  the  United  States,  with  marginal  notes ; 
the  order  of  business  in  the  Senate  and  Assembly;  the  joint  rules 
and  orders,  and  the  rules  and  crders  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  ; 
an  alphabetical  list  of  the  members  of  both  houses,  with  their  places 
of  residence,  a  list  of  the  members  of  this  House  by  counties,  and  a 
list  of  senators  arranged  according  (o  their  districts ;  the  standing 
committees  of  both  Houses  ;  the  select  committees  of  both  Houses 
CO  the  Governor's  message  ;  a  list  of  the  State  or  salary  oi&cers,  and 
their  respective  salaries  ;  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  several  towns 
and  counties  in  this  State,  with  the  number  of  inhabitants  in  each, 
according  to  the  last  census  of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States; 
the  estimated  quantity  of  acres  of  land,  and  the  valuation  of  real  and 
personal  estate  ;  the  amount  of  canal  tolls  received  at  each  of  the 
offices  in  the  Stale  ;  a  list  of  the  banks  and  insurance  companies  in 
the  State,  with  the  amount  of  their  capital,  the  time  when  their 
charters  will  expire,  and  an  abstract  of  the  returns  made  by  the  banks 
in  1828 ;  copies  of  a  map  of  the  State  of  New-York,  and  a  calendar 
for  1832:  and  to  have  the  same  bound  in  a  pocket  volume,  and 
deliver  a  copy  thereof  to  each  of  the  members  and  officers  of  this 
House.    - 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stilwell, 

Resolved^  That  the  Speaker  appoint,  in  addition  to  the  usual 
standing  committees  of  this  House,  a  committee  to  be  entitled 
'^  The  standing  committee  on  raii-roads»" 

A  message  from  the  Governor,  delivered  by  his  private  secretary, 
was  received  and  read,  in  the  words  following,  to  wit : 

GSNTUBMSN  or  THX  SXNATB,   AND  OF  THB  AsSKMBLT  C 

In  contemplating  the  occurrences  of  the  past  year,  we  cannot  be 
too  grateful  to  the  Ruler  of  events  for  our  condition,  as  contrasted 
with  that  of  the  people  under  other  governments.  While  we  are 
happy,  in  the  enjoyment  of  peace  and  plenty,  without  restraint,  un- 
der the  mild  influence  of  institutions  of  our  own  choice,  and  laws  of 
our  own  enactment ;  they  have  been  agitated  with  alarms,  wasting 
themselves  with  internal  or  external  warfare,  and  submitting  to  cruel 
sacrifices  in  their  efforts  to  reform  abuses,  or  to  revolutionize  their 
goyernments. 

We,  as  men  and  as  republicans,  cannot  be  indifferent  spectators  of 
the  stru^Fes  of  liberty  in  any  part  of  the  globe,  wbetliar  in-tkc  old 
or  the  new  world,  in  cfa&sic  Greece,  heroic  Poland,  or  along  the  * 
shores  of  the  Oronoke  or  La  Plate.  But  for  the  wreck  of  Poland's 
hopes  we  have  peculiar  regrets.  We  cannot  forget  that  her  gallant 
sons,  animated  by  the  inost  disinterested  love  of  liberty,  and  look- 
ing upon  tyranny  every  where  as  the  common  enemy,  encountered 
it  in  our  army,  and  shed  their  blood  in  our  defence.  That  generous 
and  chivalrous  nation,  in  this  day  of  her  adversity,  is  entitled  to,  and 
receives  from  us,  fraternal  sympathy. 
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The  wealth,  (he  trade^  and  the  external  pomp  of  a  nation,  do  not 
always  indicate  a  happy  condition  of  the  people  who  compose  it. 
Through  the  peiversions  by  man,  of  the  blessings  which  a  kind  Pro- 
vidence designs  for  all  his  reasonable  creatures,  we  sometimes  wit- 
ness the  incongruity  of  great  apparent  national  prosperity,  while  ft 
large  proportion  of  (be  population,  depri\*ed  of  e\'ery  comfort,  are 
absorbed  in  the  cares  of  procuring  the  means  to  sustain  life.  It  is 
not  so  wi(h  us.  Here  national  prosperity  is  the  prosperity  of  every 
Individual.  Not  a  cent  is  contributed  by  way  oi  tax,,  not  a  dollar  is 
expended  from  the  public  coffers,  which  is  not  assented  to  by  the 
people,  and  employed  to  enlarge  their  means  of  enjoyment.  Yet, 
with  all  these  advantages,  gloomy  patriots  have  presaged  a  speedy 
downfall  of  our  government;  and  there  have  not  been  wanting 
others,  who  have  employed  themselves  to  convert  such  forebodings 
into  history. 

Some  rcffecting  statesmen  among  us  have  entertained  a  distrust  of 
the  perpetuity  of  our  free  institutions,  from  the  tendency  of  large 
masses  of  people  (o  blind  infatuation,  and  common  errors  of  opinion  ; 
end  others  from  the  possibility  of  legislating  our  constitution  into 
something  different  from  its  fair  import ;  while  a  common  infirmity  of 
human  nature  disposes  us  to  change  our  position,  whatever  may  be 
its  advantiges. 

The  ancient  democracies  were  composed  of  small  eommunities, 
and  from  the  first  of  the  above  causes,  were  of  short  duration.  These 
examples,  however,  should  give  us  no  alarm,  because  we  enjoy  ad- 
vantages for  a  durable  republic,  which  were  formerly  unknown,  in 
the  superior  intelligence  of  the  great  body  of  the  people,  and  in  the 
extension  of  our  popular  institutions  so  as  to  embrace  a  great  nation. 
Nor  should  we  anticipate  uninterrupted  quiet,  for  communities  the 
most  enlightened  may  occasionally  be  affected  by  the  contagious 
phrenzy  of  popular  delusions,  and  push  blindly  forward  to  deeds  of 
fatuity  ;  yet  in  such,  the  clouds  uf  passion  soon  pass  away,  and  ill- 
founded  or  ill-directed  excitements  vanish  in  the  neighborhood  of 
their  source. 

In  relation  to  the  second  source  of  distrust,  questions  arise  which 
always  have  divided,  as  they  always  will  divide,  the  political  opi- 
nions of  the  people.  Hitherto  all  attempts  which  have  been,  made 
to  give,  by  legislation,  a  permanent  enlargement  to  the  provisions  of 
the  constitution,  have,  in  the  most  unequivocal  manner,  been  repel- 
led by  the  people.  Our  present  chief  magistrate  commended  himaolT 
to  the  suffrages  of  liis  fellow  citizens,  by  his  ability,  the  patriotiMD 
of  his  personal  sacrifices,  and  the  soundness  of  his  views  om  all  theae 
questions  ;  and  he  owes  their  increasing  affections,  as  well  to  the 
frank  and  fearless  manner  in  which  he  has  since  arowed^iheae  opi* 
nions  and  acted  upon  them,  as  to  the  success,  both  at  home  and 
abroad,  which  has  attended  the  measures  of  his  administration. 

The  President's  recent  message  to  Congress  presents  a  gratifying 
picture  of  our  foreign  relations  utd  internal  condition.  We  have 
nothing  to  fear  from  collision  with  any  foreigivpower,  and  with  some 
of  the  principal  nations  of  Europe  our  differences  of  long  standing 
have  been  adjusted,  and  onr  intercourse  is  upon  the  footing  of  rcci- 
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procal  good  will.  At  home,  industry  is  branching  into  new  channelS| 
and  its  productiveness  is  evinced  in  public  enterprizes  for  improving 
the  internal  condition  of  the  States,  and  in  a  more  general  diffusion 
of  individual  wealth. 

This  stale  is  so  happily  situated,  from  its  geographical  position, 
its  fertile  soil,  its  facilities  for  conducting  manufacturing  operations, 
its  mineral  treasures,  aud  its  great  commercial  city,  that  no  general 
causes  of  prosperity  can  prevail,  without  a  large  share  of  their  ad van- 
tajges  being  enjoyed  by  us. 

The  revcnuea  derived  to  the  general  government  from  commerce 
are  annaai/y  increasing,  although  our  home  industry  has  recently 
supplied  our  markets,  wholly  or  in  part,  ;vith  many  articles  which 
'  formed  a  material  proportion  of  our  importations.  Increase  of  re- 
venue under  sucb  circumstances,  affords  another  evidence  of  our 
prosperity,  because  the  desire  of  enjoyment  increases  with  the 
means  of  gratifying  it ;  and  so  the  amount  of  foreign  trade  is  a  proof 
of  the  wealth,  as  well  as  the  wants  of  a  nation. 

The  revenues  are  so  abundant  as  to  admit  of  no  doubt  that  the 
national  debt  will  be  entirely  paid  off  in  the  course  of  two  years : 
indeed  the  President  espressos  his  belief,  that  it  may  be  extinguish* 
ed  during  his  present  term  of  office.  When  this  event  occurs,  it 
will  be  hailed  with  great  joy  by  the  people  of  this  country,  not  so 
much  on  account  of  the  burden  which  will  have  been  removed,  as 
by  reason  of  its  settling  a  political  doctrine  respecting  debts  con^ 
traeted  on  legislative  authority,  by  a  precedent  adverse  to  the  theo- 
ry which  obtains  under  governments  differently  constituted. 

Whatever  may  be  thought  of  the  fitness  of  borrowing  money  on 
the  credit  of  the  government;  for  its  defence,  or  to  prosecute  great 
e^iterprizes  for  the  durable  benefit  of  the  country,  no  person  can 
question  the  injustice  of  transmitting  to  those  who  come  after  os  the 
burden  of  a  heavy  debt.  No  public  debt  should  be  created,  but 
with  ample  provision  for  its  liquidation  within  a  reasonable  time« 
It  has  never  yet  been  determined  by  the  representatives  of  a  free 
people,  what  estent  of  moral  otligation  rests  upon  them  to  provide 
for  the  discharge  cf  a  debt,  forwarded  on  for  payment,  by  their  pre« 
decessors  in  power. 

The  financial  condition  of  our  State  is  u  source  of  congratulation. 
We  have  largo  funds  secured  for  common  schools  and  literary  pur- 
poses ;  a  large  capital  has  been  invested  in  internal  improvements ; 
and  the  State  owes  no  debt  except  for  the  construction  of  its  canals. 

By  a  law  of  the  last  session,  all  the  fiscal  accounts  of  the  State  are 
to  be  closed  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  September,  instead  of  the  tKlrti* 
etfa  day  of  November,  as  formerly  esiablbbed.  Tke  ewhalbie  there- 
fore for  the  present  year  wilf  embrace  the  transactions  often  months 
only,  and  the  sums  given  must  be  taken  with  that  qualification. 

The  canal  debt  amiHinted  on  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen 
kundred  and  thirty-one,  to  seven  millions,  eight  hundred  iind  twen- 
ty-fivb  thousand  and  thirty -five  doltar5«.  Nine  thousand  six  hundred 
and  fifty-three  dollars  of  the  stock  has  been  cancelled,  and  two  hun- 
dred and  forty  thousand,  two  hundred  and  sixty-three  dollars  has 
been  borrowed  during  the  past-year  for  continuing  the  works  upon 
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the  Chemoog  and  CSrooked  lake  canals,  so  that  the  debt  on  the  first 
day  of  January  instant,  amounted  to  eight  millions,  fifty-five  thou- 
sand, six  hundred  and  forty-five  dollars. 

The  receipts  into  the  treasury,  of  revenue  on  account  of  the  canal 
fund  during  the  past  year,  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  September  last, 
are :  On  account  of  tolls,  seven  hundred  and  twenty-two  thousand, 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-six  dollars ;  from  other  sources,  three  hun* 
dred  and  seven  thousand  and  twelve  dollars.  These  receipts,  how- 
ever, do  not  include  the  collections  of  tolls  and  salt  duties  for  the 
month  of  September,  as  the  arrangements  with  the  depositing  banks 
do  not  make  these  collections  payable  into  the  treasury,  until  the  fif* 
teenth  day  of  October. 

The  expenditures  for  tiie  same  time,  on  account  of  interest,  re* 
pairs,  superintendence,  &c.  amount  to  th&sum  of  five  hundred  and  six 
thousand,  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars;  which,  deducted 
from  the  receipts,  leaves  five  hundred  and  twenty-three  thousand 
and  forty-five  dollars,  which  has  been  added  to  the  fund  under  the 
control  of  the  Commissioners,  applicable  to  the  extinguishment  of 
the  canal  debt. 

This  fund,  amounting  to  two  millions,  two  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  thousand,  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars,  and  which  de- 
ducted from  the  canal  debt,  leaves  the  balance  of  that  incumbrance 
five  millions,  eight  hundred  and  seventeen  thousand  four  hundred 
and  forty-seven  dollars,  is  either  vested  in  stocks  or  deposited  in 
banks,  at  various  rates  of  interest,  from  three  and  a  half  to  five  per 
cent. 

It  may  be  satisfactory  to  state,  in  addition  to  the  operations  of  the 
fiscal  year,  that  the  whole  amount  of  toHs^rcceived  upon  the  canals 
up  to  the  time  of  closing  the  navigation,  is  one  million,  two  hundred 
and  twenty-two  thousand,  four  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars,  of 
which,  twenty-eight  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  eighty-eight  dol- 
lars, were  received  from  the  Oswego  and  Cayuga  and  iSeneca  canals. 

The  nominal  amount  of  the  general  fund,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  Sep- 
tember last,  was  one  million,  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  thousand, 
two  hundred  and  twenty-one  dollars ;  its  real  value  is  supposed  to 
be  eight  hundred  and  five  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
dollars.  The  estimated  receipts  from  it,  applicable  to  the  expenses 
of  the  government  for  the  ensuing  year,  is  one  hundred  and  twelve 
thousand  and  one  hundred  dollars.  The  estimated  expenditures  for 
the  same  time,  is  two  hundred  and  sixty-nine  thousand,  nine  hun- 
dred and  sixty-seven  dollars.  The  actual  payments  out  of  the  trea- 
sury during  the  past  year,  up  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  September,  for 
the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  gGvernment,  including  the  incidental 
appropriations  of  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  amounted  to 
two  hundred  and  sixty-five  thousand,  five  hundred  and  two  dollars. 

The  amount  of  expenditures  above  the  actual  receipts  ef  revenue, 
was  )>aid  out  of  the  receipts  into  the  treasury  from  the  principal  of 
the  general  fund,  avails  of  the  sales  of  escheated  lands,  and  princi- 
pal and  interest  of  the  school  fund.  The  contributions  from  the  last 
mentioned  source  will  be  refunded  by  a  transfer  of  securities  from 
the  principal  of  the  general  fund. 
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Having  in  my  former  messages  given  a  precise  and  full  account  of 
the  condition  of  the  treasury,  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  me  now  to 
present  the  state  of  our  finances  more  at  large. 

As  the  time  is  fast  approaching  when  the  means  now  at  command 
to  supply  the  disbursements  of  the  government  will  be  exhausted, 
and  when  new  sources  of  revenue  must  be  opened,  1  feel  it  my  duty 
to  keep  you  admonished  of  the  fact,  and  to  suggest  such  measures  of 
relief  as  occur  to  my  mind. 

Our  great  and  growing  State,  from  it3  extent,  population,  and  ac- 
tivity in  commerce  and  the  productive  artSy  will  require  for  its  ordi- 
nary expenses,  and  to  cherish  its  various  interests,  a  large  annual 
expenditure  of  money.  The  common  schools  are  now  adequately 
provided  for,  and  liberal  appropriations  have  been  made  for  the  ad- 
vancenaent  of  education  in  higher  departments ;  but  the  time  may 
come  when  the  funds  set  apart  for  their  use  must  be  enlarged.  The 
interests  of  learning  will  in  Various  forms  require  both  occasional 
and  permanent  aid  from  the  government ;  crime  must  be  punished, 
vice  suppressed,  and  the  helpless  taken  care  of.  The  physical  re- 
sources of  the  State  mjst  be  developed  by  extending  to  sections 
which  have  never  partaken  of  the  public  bounty,  the  benefits  of  the 
public  enterprize.  The  iron  regions  of  the  north  should  be  opened 
to  their  appropriate  markets ;  and  the  southern  and  southwestern 
counties  should,  througli  their  various  practicable  channels,  find  out- 
lets for  their  rich  and  valuable  products. 

It  is,  I  conceive,  one  of  the  most  imperative  duties  of  a  govern- 
ment to  open,  as  far  as  it  has  the  means  to  do  so,  consistently  with 
other  interests,  all  the  important  avenues  for  the  trade  of  the  9Ute. 
The  discharge  of  this  duty  should  not  be  confided  to  private  inte- 
rests, with  its  direct  as  well  as  incidental  power  and  influence,  with- 
out necessity.  We  have  already  reaped  much  profit  as  well  as  glory 
in  the  construction  of  our  two  canals,  along  the  main  channels  of  the 
trade  of  the  State.  These  enterprizes  were  justified  by  plain  indi- 
cations, both  of  their  utility  and  probable  returns  of  profit,  and  the 
repayment  of  the  debt  was  secured  by  an  adequate  appropriation 
from  the  public  treasury. 

I  would  not  recommend  a  burden  upon  the  people  by  way  of  tax, 
as  heavy  as  that  voluntarily  assumed  by  our  patriotic  neighbours  in 
Pennsylvania  and  Ohio ;  and  I  hope  that  by  avoiding  a  large  debt  it 
will  be  unnecessary  ;  but  I  propose  to  lay  the  foundation  of  n  State 
fund  to  be  sacredly  appropriated  to  the  purposes  of  internal  improve- 
ments. 

The  means  for  the  creation  of  a  fund,  and  for  revenue  to  defray 
the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  government,  ^re  flM^resfcfae  of  the  ge- 
neral fund,  the  small  remains  of  unappropriated  land,  the  power  of 
partial  taxation,  and  of  laying  a  generaf  direct  tax :  the  means  in 
prospect  are,  the  auction  and  salt  duties,  and  tolls  of  our  canals, 
when  they  shall  be  released  from  constitutional  restrictions. 

I  had  hoped  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  would  see  the 
justice  and  propriety  of  allowing  the  States  to  share  in  a  fixed  amount 
and  permanent  distribution  of  the  surplus  revenues ;  but  the  timeaf 
seem  unproi^itious  to  measures  for  obtaining  the  necessary  amend- 
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ments  of  the  constitution  for  that  purpose.  A  hope  is  held  out  to 
U8,  that  the  public  lands,  or  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  them,  may 
be  distributed  among  the  States. 

If  we  should  be  thrown  upon  the  necessity  cf  imposing  a  direct 
tax  to  raise  revenue  for  any  purpose  connected  with  the  public  wel- 
fare, I  have  sufficient  confidence  in  the  patriotism  and  intelligence 
of  our  fellow  citizens  to  believe,  that  they  will  cheerfully  assent  to 
its  imposition.  They  have  heretofore  done  so  without  a  murmur, 
when  the  amount  of  the  tax  was  larger,  than,  with  prudent  foresight, 
we  shall  ever  again  want.  They  will  not,  I  feel  assured,  require 
their  representatives  to  delay  a  resort  to  this  measure,  until  the  pub- 
lic interests  have  materially  suffered. 

Many  wise  and  well  meaning  statesmen  imagine,  that  the  reve- 
nue from  our  canals,  when  the  debt  shall  be  paid,  will  be  abundant 
for  all  the  purposes  for  which  revenue  is  wanted,  and  even  that  it 
will  bear  some  additional  burdens  in  advance.  This  is  but  hypothe- 
sis, and  is  to  a  certain  extent  fallacious. 

Although  the  canal  tolls  are  greatly  increasing,  it  is  doubted  whe- 
ther the  Erie  canal  will  remain  the  sole,  or  even  the  favored,  chan- 
nel for  the  trade  of  the  west.  I  allude  to  projected  works  diverg- 
ing from  it,  at  various  points,  which,  with  the  enterprize  of  our 
neighboring  States,  may  compel  us  to  establish  a  rival  way  upon  its 
herders.  The  canal  debt,  though  comparatively  small,  is  intrinsi- 
cally large,  and  the  means  of  paying  it  should  not  be  hazarded. — 
There  is  but  little  probability  that  the  annual  expenses  for  repairs 
will  ever  be  much  less  than  at  present.  And  reasons  of  public  po- 
licy may,  in  future  times,  exist  to  reduce  the  tolls,  and  thus  materi- 
ally diminish  the  revenue  to  be  derived  from  them.  If,  however, 
the  canal  revenues  should  be  carefully  protected,  and  they  should 
continue  in  their  prenent  flourishing  condition,  a  \ery  few  years  will 
place  at  the  disposal  of  the  State  authorities,  a  large  annual  supply 
of  money,  to  be  employed  for  any  useful  purpose. 

Among  the  improvements  of  the  age,  the  science  of  road  making, 
as  being  most  intimately  connected  with  our  interests  and  our  com- 
fort, deserves  to  be  mentioned.  In  governments  of  long  standing, 
the  most  formidable  impediments  to  good  roads  have  been  directly 
encountered,  and  works  which  astonish  us  by  their  magnitude,  have 
been  accomplished  by  the  accumulated  labor  of  ages. 

The  Roman  roads  were  so  permanently  built,  that  portions  of 
them  have  withstood  the  ravages  of  two  thousand  years.  They 
were  made  as  nearly  level  as  possible,  by  cutting  through  mountains 
iand  filling  up  vallies ;  and  their  surface  was  made  smooth  and  firm, 
by  laying  heavy  hewn  stone  in  a  bed  of  mortar.  The  French  have 
great  highways,  radiating  in  all  directions  from  their  capital  city, 
built  after  the  Roman  manner.  In  Holland,  and  other  parts  of  the 
Netherlands,  roads  are  made  by  preparing  a  firm  foundation  on  which 
hnck  are  laid  in  mortar. 

Rail-roads  are  of  modern  invention,  more  simple  and  less  expen- 
sive than  the  Roman,  French,  or  Dutch  roads,  and  probably  better 
adapted  to  a  cheap,  safe  and  rapid  transmission  of  persons  and  com- 
modities.   There  is  reason  to  believe  that  for  great  thoroughfares, 
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they  will  not  only  supersede  every  other  kind  of  road,  but  etiter  into 
a  successful  competition  with  canals  also.  They  aic  not  so  well 
adapted  to  general  use,  as  either  roads  or  canals,  because  they  will 
admit  upon  their  track  none  but  public  vehicles  of  a  peculiar  con- 
struction. 

The  directors  of  the  Liverpool  and  Manchester  rail-road  in  Eng- 
land say,  in  their  report  made  last  May,  that  they  had  been  able  to 
reduce  the  price  of  carrying  goods  onc-third,  and  of  passengers  one^* 
half;  that  ihc  rail- way  is  peculiarly  adapted  to  the  conveyance  of 
heavy  and  bulky  articles,  and  that  the  conviction  is  now  genet al, 
that  travelling  by  the  rail-way  is  tbe  safest,  as  well  as  the  cheapest 
and  most  expeditious. 

The  public  papers  have  announced,  that  numerous  applications 
will  be  made  to  you  for  charters  to  construct  these  roads  in  various 
parts  of  the  State;  and  the  questions  will  be  presented  for  your  de- 
cision, whether  joint  stock  companies  shall  be  created  to  make  them, 
or  whether  this  kind  of  improvement  shall  be  no  further  extended*- 
If  it  should  be  deemed  expedient  to  progress  in  these  works,  tbetk 
the  embarrassing  questions  will  arise,  how  many  shall  be  made,  un- 
der what  restrictions,  and  what  routes  shall  be  selected. 

It  is  very  obvious  that  a  long  period  must  ela|ise  ;  that  this  gene- 
ration and  many  others,  and  even  centuries,  will  pasff  away,  before 
all  those  improvements  which  are  worthy  of  the  enterprizc  of  the 
government,  and  which  in  time  will  be  wrought,  can  be  undertaken 
upon  the  public  means  alone.  Shall  we  then  forbear  to  possess  our^ 
selves  of  these  advantages,  if  they  can  be  obtained  without  imposing 
publie  burthens  ?  Chturters  create  mottopoUes^  which  are  odious  to 
a  certain  extent,  and  ought  not  to  be  granted,  except  to  accoraplisb 
some  great  public  good  which  cannDt  be  effected  without  them.  The 
good  to  be  effected,  as  well  as  the  impossibility  of  attaining  it  througk 
other  means  than  private  interest,  is  manifest ;  and  I  trust  that  some 
of  the  most  meritorious  of  these  applications  will  receive  jov.r  sanc-^ 
tion,  with  proper  reservations.  By  inserting  the  clause,  now  so  com> 
mon  in  charters,  saving  to  the  Legislature  the  power  to  alter,  modi^ 
fy  and  repeal  them  ;  and  by  reserving  to  the  State  the  right  to  take 
possession  ofthem  as  public  property  at  pleasure,  on  equitable  terms,, 
charters  for  rail-roads  may  become  eminently  promotive  of  the  publie 
good,  and  I  do  not  hesitate  to  recommand  them  as  worthy  of  your 
profound  consideration. 

In  lending  a  favorable  ear  to  those  projected  improvements  upon' 
routes  contiguous  to,  and  intersecting  our  canals,  or  pointing  to  the 
sources  of  their  trade,  the  Legislature  should  h©  o.xtrctnely  careltfl 
to  do  nothing  which  may  interfere  wfth  the  canal  revenues," or  retard 
the  payment  of  the  debt.  It  is  supposed  that  companies  may  be 
formed  to  take  charters  for  rail* roads  upon  the  most  important  routes, 
with  the  condition  of  paying  into  the  public  treasury  such  rates  of 
toll,  that  no  loss  of  revenue  will  result  from  their  interference  with 
the  business  of  our  canals. 

In  reviewing  the  condition  of  our  State,  I  am  irresistibly  impelled 
to  notice  the  condition  of  our  public  highways  ;  and  in  doing  so,  I  aim 
at  an  object  beyond  your  immediate  legislation. 
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Oar  road  tax  is  now  generally  looked  upon  as  a  burthen,  and  10 
worked  out  with  as  little  fidelity  in  labor,  or  regard  to  time,  as  the 
laws  and  indulgent  overseers  will  |>ermit.  AlthoQgh  we  sometimes 
witness  operations  in  repairing  highways  conducted  with  skill,  and 
evincing  a  laudable  neighborhood  pride ;  jet  in  most  places  thej  are 
managed  without  system,  so  that  of  the  work  of  one  year,  scarcely 
any  thing  of  value  remains  for  the  next.  If  our  farmers,  in  whose 
hands  these  roads  generally  are,  could  be  persuaded  that  a  reasonable 
assessment,  faithfully  and  judiciously  worked  out  upon  their  roads, 
would  be  more  profitable  to  them  than  the  same  amount  of  labor 
upon  their  farms ;  and  that  it  would  enable  them  to  carry  much 
larger  loads,  in  less  time,  with  less  injury  to  carriages  and  horses, 
to  their  next  market  town,  and  thus  raise  the  value  of  their  produce, 
we  might  expect  to  see  on  active  spirit  abroad  to  produce  a  reform 
in  this  particular.  In  the  course  of  time,  I  should  hope  a  better  sys- 
tem of  road  laws  would  be  proposed,  with  the  general  assent  of  the 
community ;  for  I  am  aware  that  no  compulsory  laws  on  this  subject 
will  be  available,  unless  they  have  been  previously  sanctioned  by 
the  public  voice. 

The  Secretary  of  State  will  present  to  you  a  full  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  common  schools,  and  the  operation  of  our  poor  laws. 

On  these  subjects,  I  am  not  aware  that  any  material  legislation  is 
necessary  at  this  time.  Both  of  the  systems  operate  successfully  ; 
and  from  the  public  interest  excited  in  their  favor,  and  their  intrinsic 
merits,  such  defects  as  shall  be  developed  will  not  fail  to  be  present- 
ed for  correction  to  the  proper  tribunal. 

The  number  of  school  districts  and  pupils  instructed,  have  in- 
creased since  the  last  year.  There  are  nine  thousand  three  hundred 
and  sixteen  school  districts  in  the  State,  and  eight  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighteen  of  them  have  made  returns  according  to  the 
statute.  The  returns  shew  five  hundred  and  eight  thousand  six 
hundred  and  fifty-seven  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  six- 
teen years  ;  and  that  five  hundred  and  five  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  forty-three  have  been  instructed  in  the  schools  from  which  re- 
turns have  been  received.  The  amount  of  money  paid  to  teachers, 
derived  from  the  public  treasury,  town  taxes  and  funds,  and  volun- 
tary contributions,  is  six  hundred  and  five  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  twenty>nine  dollars. 

The  county  poor-bouse  system  has  been  voluntarily  assumed  by 
so  many  counties,  that  we  are  permitted  to  hope  that  no  compulsory 
legislation  will  be  necessary  to  ensure  its  universal  adoption.  It 
has  had  the  effect  of  providing  more  effectually  and  comfortably  for 
the  nieedy,  and  of  repressing  idleness  ;  and  when  in  complete  ope- 
ration, it  will  save  to  the  people  of  the  State,  in  poor  rates  alone,  an 
amount  equal  to  one-half,  and  probably  much  more,  of  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  administering  the  government. 

May  I  not,  in  behalf  of  a  class  of  beings,  too  powerless  in  all  re- 


sane  poor.     A  committee  of  three  highly  intelligent  members  were 
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ftj[>poft0ted  to  eolleet  iDformation  on  that  subject,  during  tlie  reeeas  o/ 
the  Legislature,  and  to  visit  the  hospitals  for  the  insane,  both  in  our 
own  and  the  neighboring  States.     They  made  a  report  to  the  Legis- 
lature! at  the  list  session,  which  embodies  a  vast  smount  of  informa- 
tion upon  a  subject  but  little  understood  by  the  public,  and  presents 
powerful  motives  for  legislative  action.     Becent  discoveries  shew 
that  insanity  invariably  proceeds  from  a  disordered  body ;   that  it 
becoines  incurable  from  neglect  and  harsh  treatment ;   add  that  of 
recent  cases,  at  least  nine-tenths  are  discharged  from  hospitals  pro^' 
perly  conducted,  restored.     These  facts  speak  volumes  of  reproof  to 
•6,  for  having  so  long  neglected  the  subject.     With  that  report  be- 
fore  them,  and  a  recollection  of  what  they  must  have  seen  and  fell 
if  they  have  ever  looked  into  a  maniac's  cell  in  a  county  poor-house^ 
I  cannot  believe  that  the  members  of  the  last  Legislature  refrained 
from  establishing  a,  system  of  relief  for  insane  poor,  on  any  other 
aceouot  than  the  want  of  time,  and  the  pressure  of  accumulated  busi- 
ness.    I  recommend  the  subject  to  you  as  worthy  of  your  first  care, 
in  the  hope  that  it  will  not  be  put  aside  for  measures  of  ie^s  public 
importance,. urged  forward  with  the  ardor  of  personal  interests. 
'  Thfcre  is  another  subject  which  deserves  to  be  mentioned  in  coeh 
Aexron  with,  this  :  I  allude  to  a  penitentiary  for  females^     The  want 
of  such'an  institution  is  an  acknowledged  evil ;  and  the  remedy  for 
it  has  been  frequently  discussed  in  the  Legislature,  without  coming 
to  any  result. 

The  female  convicts  belonging  to  the  prison  at  Sing-Sing  are  kept 
in  a  department  of  the  alms-house  in  the  city  of  New -York,  pre-" 
pared  for  that  purpose^  at  tl.e  great  e^ipcnso  of  one  hundred  dollars 
eaefa*  Their  number  was  forty^niue  on  the  Idth  day  of  December 
last.  The  number  of  female  conncts  at  Auburn  was,  on  the  ltt& 
December  last,  twenty-nine,  who,  for  want  of  other  accommoda- 
tions, are  confined  together  in  one  room.  Among  them  are  some  o( 
the  most  profligate  of  their  sex,  mingled  with  others,  wdo,  under 
proper  restraint  and  instruction,  might  be  reclaimed.  The  keepers 
find  it  beyond  their  power  to  preserve  order  among  them.  On  a 
late  visit  there^  I  noticed  the  decent  demeanor  of  a  female,  whose' 
sentence  of  death  for  murdering  her  husband,  had  been  commuted 
by  me  to  imprisonment  for  three  years,  under  a  belief  that  sbe  bad( 
pcoduced  the  death  by  inadvertence,  and  from  representations  thai 
she  was  of  good  character,  but  ignorant.  The  keefiers  informed  asar 
that  her  conduct  had  been  orderly,  and  that  she  submitted  with  pi^ 
tience  trnd  gratitude  to  what  she  considered  punishment  adminisfer- 
ed  with  justice  and  great  mercy.  This  is  an  extreme  case  of  an  in-' 
dividual  remaining  unharmed  by  \\\-a\  cqjoiaminating  asaQeialion  ^ 
but  there  is  an  intennediate  class  of  partially  depraved  young  per" 
sonSv^bo  cannot  escape  utter  pollution. 

While  I  renew  the  recommendation^  that  a  separate  penitentiaiy 
be  fvovided  for  female  convicts,  I  remain  of  the  opinion  that  it  should 
be  built  at  Sin^-Sing,  so  as  to  be  under  the  superintendence^  of  tko 
officers  of  that  institution.  There  would  be  a  great  saving  in  the  ex- 
pense of  building  and  managing  such  a  prison  at  that  pUee  ^  and  rea^ 
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8on0  of  a  moral  nature  should  influence  the  choline  of  a  site  in  lli«  vi« 
cmitj  of  the  city  of  New- York. 

To  improve  the  condition  of  the  county  prisons  should  bo  afi  ever 
present  care  of  the  roprcsentatires  of  the  people.  In  their  present 
condition  they  are  a  prolific  sotirce  of  crime.  Those  prisons  shooM 
be  so  arranged  and  managed  as  to  hinder  their  inmates  from  con-* 
taminating  each  other,  and  to  prevent  the  growth  of  those  parent 
rices,  idleness,  gambling  and  drunkenness.  This  subject  shouM 
not  be  suffered  to  rest  until  a  uniform  improved  system  pervbdee 

our  State. 

I  need  not  urge  upcn  you  the  importance  of  striking  at  the  root  ol 
crime.  Every  successful  measure  of  that  tendency  strengthene  the 
bai.ds  of  society,  lessens  the  amount  of  human  misery,  and  dimiiH 
fshes  the  expenses  of  government  in  regard  to  pauperism  and  crtaie* 
The  age  in  which  we  live  is  distinguished  by  the  many  sueeessfiil 
efforts  which  have  been  made  to  diminish  the  provocatives,  nr  veil 
as  to  correct  the  predisposition  to  viee.  It  may  be  hailed  as  the 
glcnous  epoch  when  public  opinion  has  chained  to  narrow  linitB 
that  devouting  monster  intemperance  ;  and  when  untiring  philan- 
thropy has  perfected  n  system  of  instruction  which  promises  much 
for  (he  general  difftision  of  knowledge,  and  its  results,  the  love  ef 
virtue  and  liberty.  A  system  of  infant  instruction,  which  was  eri»« 
ginally  devised  for  charity  scholars,  has  been  found  so  attractive  to 
children,  and  so  i>€rfectly  adapted  to  their  instruction  in  the  rudi- 
ments  of  science,  that  teachers,  initiated  into  all  its  mysteries,  are 
establishing  schools  upon  that  plan,  throughout  the  country,  for  the 
reception  of  pay  scholars.  Children  are  taken  care  of  in  these 
schools,  at  an  age  so  very  early,  that  it  is  of  importance  to  motheni, 
who  are  compelled  to  labor,  to  place  their  infants  in  them. 

I  think  it  not  improper  to  notice  an  interesting  experiment  now 
in  progiess  in  the  village  of  Rochester,  to  combine  mechanical  labor 
with  instruction  in  those  sciences  which  appertain  to  a  liberal  edii* 
feation.  The  pupils  rise  at  four  o'clock,  work  three  boors  and  study 
ten.  I  have  looked  over  an  account  which  has  been  kept  vritb 
twenty  students  during  the  last  quarter,  and  they  are  credited  for 
earnings  in  coopering,  joiner's  work  and  printing,  a  sum  amounting 
to  a  trifle  short  of  all  the  charges  against  them.  Mechanical  alter* 
hates  better  with  study,  than  agricultural  labor.  The  institution 
^as founded  last  spring;  it  numbers  now  sixty-one  pnpils^  and  bids 
fiiu*  to  realize  the  expectations  of  its  generous  pattons. 

Our  higher  semiriaries  of  Icarnipg,  as  creations  of  legislaAiveme^^ 
dom,  deserve  legislative  patronage,  that  they  iriay  ftrlnl  the  ohjdct 
idr  'which  they  were  founded. 

Our  state  prison  discipline  is  continued  with  the  same  results, 
which  have  given  to  the  system  its  high  reputation.  The  two  hmk^ 
dred  cells,  ordered  to  be  built  at  Sing-Sing,  have  been  tomjdeted, 
and  all  of  them  will  be  soon  occupied.  That  prison  now  coniaitti 
One  thousand  cells ;  and  nine  hundred  and  sixty-three  cdnviett 
Were  confined  in  them  on  the  19th  day  of  December  last. 

Having  been  informed  that  there  was  a  surplus  number  of  eo»^ 
yicts  at  that  prison,  and  learning  that  th^y  might  be  better  accomi 
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niQflate4  at  Aub^rot  I  ordered  §ixty  to  be  removed  to  the  latter  place, 
which  was  dond  oarlj  in  the  uu>ntii  of  NoTeinber  last.  I  thougbl 
it  expedient  to  adjust  the  matter  thus  between  the  prisocs,  both  of 
which  bad  a  surplus,  and  not  to  alter  the  districts  again,  until  the 
Legislature  had  signified  its  pleasure  in  regard  (o  further  appropi'ia- 
tions  for  building.  As  now  arr^tnged,  all  the  increase  gqes  to  Sing- 
Sing;  indeed  the  number  at  Auburn,  exclusive  of  those  receive^ 
from  Sing-Sing,  has  declined  twenty-nine  since  the  the  first  daj  of 
January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-one.  Sinco  Mie 
same  time,  the  jincrease  at  Sing-Sing  has  been  two  hundred  aiv4 
forty. 

If  it  is  intended  to  persevere  in  a  faithful  experiment  of  our  system, 
it  is  necessary  that  our  prison  room  should  be  immediately  enlarg- 
ed. Tbe  number  of  male  convicts  at  Auburn,  on  the  17th  day  of 
December  last,  including  those  received  from  Sing-Sing,  was  six 
hundred  and  twenty*two.  Of  that  number,  five  hundred  and  fifty  are 
confined  in  single  cells  in  the  north  wing,  the  rest  are  kept,  two  in 
a  cell,  in  rooms  prepared  for  them  in  the  south  wing.  The  soutb 
wing  may  be  so  altered,  as  to  construct  within  it,  upon  the  plan  of 
the  north  wing,  separate  cells  for  as  many  convictd,  as  it  will  ever 
be  thought  proper  to  confine  in  that  place,  1  recommend  an  appro- 
priation for  that  purpose.  It  may  be  proper  at  the  same  time,  ty 
enlarge  the  prison  at  Sing-Sing.  The  leports  of  the  inspectors  cif 
bqth  prisons  wilt,  I  hope,  be  sufficiently  full  to  enable  you  to  decide, 
at  once,  upon  the  subject. 

The  earnings  of  the  convicts,  at  Aaburn,  continue  to  amount  to 
Oi^re  than  enough  to  defray  the  expenses  of  that  institution  ;  and  1 
am  informed  by  the  agent  at  S'vag-iSing^  that  the  pnsoi^ers  at  thti/t 
plaae  have  earned  during  the  last  year,  forty  thousand  dollars,  bf^ 
sides  building  two  hundred  cells  and  one  wing  of  a  permanent  stoqe 
shop,  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  long,  by  thirty-six  feet  wide. 

Our  criminal  code  may  be  improved,  by  reducing  the  number  of 
cases  subject  to  capital  punishment,  and  bj*  enlarging  the  power  of 
the  courts  to  punish  in  som^  cases  of  peculiarly  aggravated  larcenies. 
The  circumstances  attending  the  late  robbery  of  a  bank  in  the  city  of 
Ndfv-York  shew,  that  there  are  inducement^  for  depredators  to 
weigh,  in  advance,  the  value  of  expected  booty  against  the  power  qf 
the  law  to  punish.  This  defect  might  be  remedied  by  giving  tlfe 
court  more  discretion  to  punish  for  grand  larceny,  and  by  elevating 
in  the  scale  of  crime  certain  cases  of  burglary  in  the  third  degree. 

Among  the  eauses  to  which  tbe  iociease  of  convicts  in  the  stat# 
prison  is  to  be  attributed,  a  very  principal  one  is  the  increase  of 
stfte  prison  offences,  introduced  into  the  statutes,  at  the  revision* 
The  limited  discretion  of  the  court  to  fMinish  misdemeanors,  by 
impris.onment  in  the  county  prisons,  operates,  in  mj  opinion,  in- 
juriously to  the.  city  of  New- York,  where  they  have  a  penitentiary 
as  weU  adapted  to  the  ends  of  punishipent  and  reform  as  either  of 
our  state  prisons.  It  is  worthy  of  consideration  whether  the  Inws 
9)l^qld  noi  be  ^  amended  as  to  diminish  the  number  of  i^jte  prison 
^l^aes ;  ,^pi  to  vest  in  th^  courts,  particularly  in  New- York,  the  pow- 
er to  imprison  for  misdemeanors  for  such  a  period  of  time,  as  would 
produce  a  reasonable  hope  of  amendment. 
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I  renew  the  suggestion  I  made  in  my  last  message,  that  provisfon 
be  made  for  taking  the  statistics  of  crime  in  this  State.  I  am  satisfi- 
ed that  proper  returns  would  shew,  that  the  apparent  increase  of 
convicts,  is  owing  to  causes  other  than  a  disproportioned  growth  of 
crime. 

I  hare  pardoned  out  of  the  state  prison,  during  the  last  year,  sev- 
enty-three convicts.  A  great  proportion  of  these  cases  were  brought 
to  mj  notice  without  the  intervention  of  friends,  for  many  of  them 
had  none ;  and  their  claims  to  pardon,  in  some  cases  became  equita- 
ble, on  account  of  the  mitigated  punishments  for  similar  crimes,  pre- 
scribed by  the  revision  of  the  laws. 

There  have  been  four  cases  of  conviction  for  capital  crimes  re- 
ported to  me,  during  the  last  year.  In  one  of  those  cases  I  felt  call- 
ed upon  by  duty  to  arrest  the  execution  ;  and  I  commuted  the  pun- 
ishment to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  seven  years. 

A  {aw  was  passed  at  the  last  session  to  abolish  imprisonment  for 
debt ;  but  its  operation  was  suspended  until  the  first  day  of  March 
next,  to  enable  the  public  to  judge  of  its  merits,  and  to  afford  an  op- 
portunity to  make  such  alterations,  as  might  be  found  necessary.  The 
importance  of  that  matter  will  induce  you  to  give  it  an  early  consi- 
deration. The  attainment  of  the  desired  object,  with  as  little  modi- 
fication of  the  existing  laws,  and  as  few  statutory  provisions  as  possi- 
ble, will  be,  undoubtedly,  your  aim.  Brevity  in  laws  leaves  less  to 
the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  brings  them  nearer  to  the  common 
finders  tanding, 

A  resolution  passed  both  houses  of  the  last  Legislature  to  alter 
the  constitution  so  as  to  admit  a  reduction  of  the  duty  on  salt  manu- 
factured within  this  State  to  six  cents  a  bushel.  This  will  infringe 
upon  no  other  interest,  public  or  private,  and  is  both  just  and  polttio. 
The  Legislature  will  be  enabled  thereby,  to  relieve,  when  necessa- 
ry, a  branch  of  home  industry,  important  to  the  country  on  account 
of  the  article,  and  to  the  government  on  the  score  of  revenue.  Those 
who  have  embarked  their  fortunes  in  a  business  which  pays  a  duty 
of  nearly  double  the  value  of  the  manufactured  article,  and  who  may 
be  ruined  by  a  change  in  the  policy  of  our  revenue  laws,  have  a 
.claim  to  be  placed  at  least  within  the  range  of  legislative  discretion. 
I  hope,  therefore,  that  the  resolution  will  receive  your  sanction,  in  or- 
der that  it  may  be  stibmitted  to  the  people,  at  the  next  election,  fdr 
their  approbation  as  a  proposed  amendment  of  the  constitution. 

The  reports  of  the  Adjutant-General  and  Commissary-General, 
which  will  be  forwarded  to  you  in  due  season,  will  present  the  mili- 
tary force  of  the  State.  The  number  of  the  militia,  as  near  as  it  can 
now  be  ascertained,  is  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  thousand.  We 
have  in  our  arsenals  forty-eight  thousand,  five  hundred  and  forty- 
seven  muskets,  two  thousand,  four  hundred  and  nine  rifles,  and 
three  hundred  and  forty  pieces  of  ordnance.  Of  the  latter,  about 
two  hundred  and  twenty  pieces  are  mounted  for  field  service,  and 
distributed  to  artillery  companies.  ' 

It  is  believed  that  some  improvements  in  the  militia  system  are 
necessary  to  make  it  conform  to  the  changes  which  have  taken  place 
ID  the  conditio!)  of  the  country,  since  it  was  put  in  operation^  that 
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tlie  fMibUe  isajr  be  relieved  of  a  portion  of  the  burden,  eensisteiitljr 
with  all  the  objects  which  it  was  intended  to  secure*  If,  on  exatn)^ 
nation  it  shonld  appear  to  the  Legislature  that  the  paramount  powers 
•of  Congrass  oyer  the  subject,  present  an  insuperable  obstacle  to  the 
acoompliBhiBent  of  this  object  by  state  legislation,  it  will  be  worthy 
of  consideration  whether  the  Senators  from  this  State  ought  not  to 
be  instructed  to  propose  such  amendments  to  the  act  of  Congress, 
-regelating  the  enrollment  and  organization  of  the  militia,  as  may  be 
necessary  to  seaure  the  required  relief. 

Our  claims  upon  tlie  national  goTernment,  on  the  ordnance  account, 
have  not  yet  been  adjusted  ;  but  I  am  assured  that  there  is  a  proba- 
bility of  that  matter  being  brought  to  a  close  during  your  present 
sessionl 

Whatever  will  foster  the  great  interests  of  agriculture,  commerce 
and  manufactures,  cannot  fail  to  engage  your  attention  on  that  ac^ 
count.  Although  our  former  agricultural  societies,  from  inherent 
defects,  were  speedily  dissolved  in  most  of  the  counties,  yet  they 
produced  much  good.  I  would  recommend  their  re  rival  by  State 
authority,  under  an  organization  more  simple,  and  therefore  more 
durable.  I  should  not  advise  the  appropriation  of  any  money  out  of 
the  treasury,  or  the  granting  of  power  to  raise  any  ;  and  1  very 
much  doubt  the  policy  of  granting  any  rewards  or  prizes.  The  main 
object  of  an  agricultural  society  should  be,  to  bring  farmers  together 
once  or  twice  a  year,  to  receive  and  communicate  information  on  the 
subject  of  their  pursuits,  and  to  exhibit  the  productions  of  their 
farms,  their  industry  and  their  skill.  Under  its  patronage,  and  sub- 
iect  to  its  goveruinent,  well  regulated  fairs  might  be  permitted!  to 
become  permanently  establisheo. 

It  is  not  forty  years  since  co((on  began  to  bie  cultivated  in  our 
aouthern  States  as  an  article  of  coiiiraerce,  an  J  sugar  has  been  much 
more  recently  introduced  ;  yet  now  they  are  the  staple  commodities 
of  many  of  those  States.  Most  articles  of  culture  are  said  to  flourish 
besf  near  the  northern  margin  of  the  zone  of  their  growth  :  thus, 
the  Sea  Island  cotton,  transplanted  from  a  more  southern  latitude^ 
has  attained  to  a  length  of  staple,  beauty  and  strength  of  fibre,  in 
some  of  our  southern  States,  which  renders  it  an  unrivalled  article 
in  market;  and  the  sweet  potatoe,  indigenous  under  a  tropical  sun, 
where  it  expends  itself  in  vines,  becomes  a  valuable  edible  jn  a 
more  northern  situation,  and  flourishes  well  eveu  in  this  o^ioiate. 
With  such  results  before  us,  we  should  not  despair  of  seei.)g  the 
vine,'  the  mulberry,  and  various  ]  roductions  of  our  own  and  more 
aouthern  latitudes,  which  are  not  now  raised,  or  for  the  cultivation 
of  which  feeble  attempts  are  made,  atnonp;  the  ordinary  productions 
^f  our  agricultural  industry. 

The  United  States  census  having  been  completed,  it  will  devolve 
upon  you  to  reorganize  the  districts  for  electing  representatives  in 
Congress.     I  presume  the  ratio  will  be  determined  upon  in  season 
to  enable  you  to  discharge  that  duty  before  your  adjournment. 

Several  communications,  received  from  the  respective  Governors 
of  the  States  of  New-Hampshire,  Maine,  Connecticut  and  Delaware 
accompanied  by  reports  and  resolutions  from  the  several  Legislatures 
of  their  respective  States,  are  transmitted  to  you  herewith. 
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I  respeeiToUy  eominend  to  your  patroiuigo  Ibose  s^rvivora  of  ifce 
revolutionary  war,  however  inconsiderable  ibeir  servicea  mftjr  kavr 
been  in  the  army,  who  have  not  been  provided  for  by  the  goverAr 
meat.  Among  tbem  are  aonM  whose  saciifices  were  greftt,  Alid 
whose  services,  although  of  an  unpretending  nature,  were  of  i^rati 
importance  to  the  country.  To  make  liberal  provision  for  Ibeir 
wants,  is  an  act  which  would  leave  no  regrets  ;  and  it  sbouM  b0  out* 
pride  in  this  day  of  our  prosperity,  to  cherish  (hose  vei^rable  jr^ffr- 
nants  of  a  by-gone  heroic  age.  An  early  expression  of  your  wisfata 
m  their  behalf,  may  quicken  the  actian  of  tliat  body  upon  whom  (he 
obligation  rests. 

Permit  me,  in  concluaion.  to  assure  you  of  my  readinesa  to  eie»- 
operate  with  you  in  all  such  measures  as  tend  to  strengthen  our 
political  institutions,  to  promote  the  honor  and  peosperity  of  the 
Aountry,  and  to  add  to  tbe  happiness  of  our  iellow-citiiMdna.

REPORT  AND  RESOLUTIONS. 

At  a  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut^  holden  at  Hart' 
ford  in  said  State^  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  May^  in  the  year  qf 
our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-one. 

The  Joint  Committee,  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  such 
part  of  the  Message  of  the  Governor  as  relates  to  the  CoDStitii- 
tion  and  Judiciary  of  the  United  States,  with  the  aoeompanying 
documents  relative  to  those  subjects,  report : 

That  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  part  of  the  Message  of 
the  Governor  referred  to  them ;  «ul  also  a  communication  from  the 
Governor  of  Vermont,  covering  certain  resolutions  of  the  Legislatune 
of  that  State  relative  to  the  amendaients  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  proposed  to  the  Legislatures  of  Georgia  and  LouM- 
ana,  touching  the  manner  of  election,  and  the  term  of  aerviee  of  the 
President  .«^V!icet.Preaident  of  the  United  States.    Tbo  h^aU- 


tilve  of  Ihk  SUte^  irl  their  Bession  in  1830,  having  passed  an  opinioA 
ilpSB  Ihi9  s«ft^ct)  in  which  your  committee  fully  coincide,  they 
deeiH  it  uonecessarj  to  go  into  it  again. 

Y^ttr  Gommittee  have  aUo  had  under  consideration  certaiD  reso* 
UMms  of  the  General  ABsembljr  of  Ohio,  relative  to  appropriations 
made  bj  the  General  Government  in  aid  of  the  colonization  society* 
▲a  it  doee  not  appear  that  the  government  have  ever  made,  or  eon- 
lem^Uited  makings  such  appropriailcMis,  this  Legislature  will  doubt^ 
less  concur  with  the  Oencrat  Assembly  of  Ohio,  in  the  opinion  that 
His  premature  and  inexpedient  to  express  any  opinion  whether 
aiiek  appropriations  be  or  be  not  constitutional. 

YoiM*  committee  have  also  had  under  consideration  cartaio  reso* 
Ittlions  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
relative  to  the  judicial  poH'er  of  the  United  States  ;  a  subject  of  sut* 
fieient  importance  to  justify  a  more  extended  notice. 
.  At  a  period  when,  in  fome  portions  of  our  country,  a  disposition 
is  mfiufested  to  array  the  jealousies  of  the  people  against  the  judi- 
cial  department  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  ;  wheo  ezi» 
eeutive  officers  are  instructed,  in  all  the  formality  of  legislative  en- 
actment, to  disregard  the  legal  precepts  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  Stales^  it  well  becomes  those  who  regard  a  dissolution 
•f  our  Union  as  one  of  the  most  dreadful  of  political  evils,  to  inter- 
pose a  ttild,  but  firm  expression  of  their  opinion*  The  People,  b^ 
their  sovereign  pleasure,  created  by  the  same  act  the  executive,  le^ 
Illative  and  judicial  departments  of  the  Federal  GovernHent  The* 
inefficiency  of  the  old  confederation  \o  secure  respect  and  obedi* 
^nce,  taught  tliem  the  necessity  of  so  orgaoiBing  the  IWeral  Gio* 
y^rmaent,  that  it  could  lay  it$  hand  upon  individuals,  and  thus  di- 
ffoeytly  enforee  the  laws  of  the  Union,  and  protect  those  acting  under 
th0m  fnoaa  if\jury  or  interruption,  by  the  laws  of  any  one  of  tlie 
Sttates*  It  was  the  forde  of  external  ciicumstancea  only,  that  gave 
to  the  recommendatioi^  of  the  old  Congress  the  authority  of  laws* 
When  the  outward  pressure  was  removed,  the  Union  was  practical 
ly  dfssolfved,  and  anarchy  ensued.  Without  the  judicial  department 
the.CangiTss  of  the  United  States  would  now  be  but  an  assemblages 
of  embassadors,  whose  efficiency  would  begin  apd  end  in  advisory 
tMiBvitatien^:  the  people  would  obey,  or  not,  as  their  interest  and 
%f)lio^  might  •dictate.  The  courts  of  the  several  states  partake^ 
too  f  eadily,  of  local  jealousies  and  excitements,  to  be  entrusted  with 
tliQ.ftoal  determination  of  questions  in^Kolving  the  validity  or  con* 
struction  of  the  federal  laws  ;  and  qi^stions  of  policy  of  much  lesa 
ii|ifjN*tance  than  those  whkh  now  agitate  our  country,  would  soon 
put  m  end. to  our  ephemeral  Union.  Tbe  judicial  deparlmeot, 
tfaer^fori^,  co^stifules  one  of  those  peculiarities  which  distingaisb 
thp  preaeui  government  from  the  old  confederation — a  co-ordinate . 
brai^h'— which,  in  tije  opinion  of  your  committee,  is  absolutely  nt/,^ 
fieasary  for  the  sucoessful  organization  of  our  government. 

It  being  one  of  the  first  principles  of  a  rcypublic,  that  the  leg't^la^ 
tive  and  judicial  departments  be  kept  entirely  distinct,  the  r>atriot 
has  nothing  to  apprehend  from  thc,powGii:.<ir  ambition  of  the  courts.. 
Speaking  of  the  three  great  departments,  an  eminent  civil;\j|Q  gays^ 
.^thn  jnoiciary  is  next'  to  nothing."    It  has  indeed  no  po,wer  oy^r 
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the  wealtli  or  strength  of  the  liation.  It  has  neither  force  nor  'wflf y 
but  merely  judgment,  ami  cannot  enforce  even  that,  without  the«kl 
of  the  execution.  Without  the  parade  or  pomp  of  power,  with  no 
influence  even,  except  such  as  profound  learning,  enlarged  pfaHoRo- 
phy  and  distinguished  talents  always  exert  over  the  Luman  intel- 
lect, the  great  questions  of  constitutional  right  and  private  obli- 
Stion  are  quietly  discussed,  settled  and  recorded — the  judges  retire 
>m  the  bench,  and  the  decree  is  enforced  by  other  hands.  Where 
the  legislative  power  is  absolute,  the  judiciary,  if  there  be  one,  i» 
but  the  register  and  executioner  of  its  edicts ;  but  in  a  government 
of  defined  and  limited  powers,  like  that  of  the  United  States,  where 
the  people,  in  the  great  charter  of  their  liberties,  by  which  they 
have  created  the  Legislature,  have  also,  in  the  same  instrument, 
prescribed  the  objects  and  the  extent  of  the  power  of  that  Legiaia^ 
ture,  an  independent  judiciary  is  absolutely  indispensable,  for  the 
protection  of  the  people  in  their  reserved  rights,  and  for  the  preser- 
vation of  every  department  of  the  government  in  its  appropriate 
and  destined  action.  It  is,  indeed,  the  great  balance  wheel  of  tbe 
constitution ;  which  from  its  own  weakness  needs,  and  its  inestima-* 
ble  value  deserves  the  constant  care  and  vigilance  of  the  commoni*- 
ty,  to  protect  it  from  the  attacks  of  the  other  departments  of  the 
government,  both  state  and  federal.  It  should  be  composed  of  our 
most  pure,  wise  and  able  men,  placed  permanently  in  their  offices 
and  salaries,  where  no  fear  can  intimidate,  nor  hope  seduce  them; 
Although  our  government  has  secured  the  services  of  men  of  the 
greatest  virtne  and  talents,  yet  neither  their  ph'vate  worth,  theii^ 
public  services,  nor  the  inestimable  vnlue  of  their  official  functional' 
have  been  sufficient  to  protect  them  from  the  operation  of  local  fac- 
tions and  jealousies.  In  view  of  these  various  considerations,  your 
committee  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  subjoined  k'esolu- 
tions,  as  declaratory  of  that  portion  of  the  public  opinion,  which  tbift 
Legislature  has  the  honor  to  express.

The  Joint  Select  Committee  to  which  was  referred  so  much  of  the 
Governor's  message  as  relates  to  internal  improvements  and  surplus 
revenue ;  and  to  which  were  also  referred  the  resolution  of  the  Ge- 
neral Assembly  of  the  State  of  Delaware,  approving  the  tariff  of 
1828 ;  the  resolutions  of  the  Genenl  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Lou- 
isiana, approving  the  tariff;  and  the  report  luid  resolutions  «f  Ham 
GenerA  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  advocating  & 
system  of  internal  Improvements  to  be  ezectite^by  the  Federal  Go^ 
iFemment  and  approving  ihe  tariff,  have  had  the  same  under  conn* 
deration  aiMl  submit  the  following 

REPORT  :— 

The  power  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  to  lay  and 
eelleet  taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  exctsesfor  the  purpose  of  paying  the 
debts  and  providing  for  the  common  defence  and  general  welfare  of 
the  Union  is  expressly  granted  in  the  Consticoliott,  and,  it  is  be- 
Meved,  has  never  been  denied  by  those,  who  are  opposed  to,  and 
oflpressed  by  the  tariff  of  1828.  The  complaints,  which  have  been 
made,  and  justly,  against  the  tariff,  are  that  it  is  unequal  in  its  ope>- 
ration,  unneeessarily  oppressive,  and  imposes  upon  the  people  a  bur- 
deutoMB  taxation,  indirect,  it  is  true,  but  not  the  less  onerous  and 
f^vous,1oir  objects  evidently  not  contemplated  by  the  ConstituHon^ 
and,  therefore,  not  anthorized  by  th<iinaimn^. 

Zlie  committee  can  not  concur  in  the  opinion,  expressed  by  the 
G&enerai  AseemUy  of  Kentucky,  that  ^^  the  grant  in  the  CoAstitulieA 
to  Congress  of  the  power  to  lay  and  collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts 
and  excises  is  wUhmt  limitation,  except  that  they  shall  be  uniform 
^itraghout  the  United  States,  and  except  also  in  the  case  of  direct 
taxes,  that  they  are  to  be  apportioned  among  the  several  States,  ac- 
ccording  to  their  respective  numbers,  determined  by  a  prescribed 
rule.*'  The  grant  of  this  power  is  most  obviously  limited  and  re- 
stricted to  the  raising  of  a  revenue  for  the  purpose,  as  before  staled,

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ofpajring  the  debts  and  providing  for  (he  common  defence  and  gene- 
ral welfare  of  the  Union.  These  purposes  can  be  legitimately  exe- 
cuted by  the  Federal  Government  only  by  the  exercise  of  the  powers 
granted  in  the  Constitution  to  Congress,  and  in  the  manner  and  to 
the  extent  by  that  instrument  prescribed.  It  is  believed,  that  the 
doctrine  advanced  by  Kentucky  is  too  broad  and  that  it  does  not  find 
auppoit  in  the  Constitution.  It  asserts  a  )X)wer  in  Congress  to  raise 
money  for  all  purposes  without  limitation,  except  as  to  the  manner. 
But  will  it  be  pretended,  that  Congress  can,  under  that  grant  of  power^ 
lay  and  collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  excises  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  an  army  in  Europe  to  coerce  and  compel  the  people  of 
any  nation  to  there  to  submit  to  the  existing  government  ?  for  th« 
purpose  of  constructing  roads  and  canals  in  France  ?  or  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  the  national  debt  of  Great  Britain  ?  No  one  will  con- 
tend that  Congress  can  do  so.  Neither  will  it  be  pretended,  that 
Congress  can  lay  and  collect  taxes  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the 
debts  of  the  individual  States,  or  the  debts  of  private  corporations, 
from  whatever  source  they  may  derive  their  existence,  or  for  the 
puipose  of  suf^rting  the  gospel  ministry  in  the  several  towns  and 
oitiea  in  the  Union,  however  extensively  such  an  expenditure  might 
promote  the  general  welfare.  It  is  clear,  then,  that  the  power  of 
Congress  to  raise  money  is  not  without  limitation,  except  as  to  the 
mode  of  raising  it,  and  can  be  legitimately  exercised  only  for  certain 
purposes;  the  purposes,  and  those  only,  for  which  the  Federal  Oo- 
vemment  was  established. 

And  what  are  the  purposes  for  which  the  several  States  confede* 
rated  and  formed  the  government  of  the  United  States  ?  Certainty 
not  for  the  management  of  the  domestic  concerns  of  the  individual 
States,  for  each  State  still  retains  absolute  sovereignty  over  her  do- 
mestic affairs.  The  several  States  by  their  compact  of  Union,  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  united  so  much  of  their  individual 
sovereignty,  as  was  sufficient  to  place  them  in  (he  position,  in  rela- 
tion to  all  other  sovereign  States,  of  an  individual  sovereign  power, 
leaving  each  State,  as  it  respects  its  internal  concerns,  a  separate 
and  independent  sovereignty ;  and,  when  they  granted  to  the  Fede- 
ral Government  so  much  power  as  would  enable  it  to  maintain  that 
position  for  the  common  defence  an  J  general  welfare  of  all  the  States, 
as  a  whole,  so  far  as  foreign  nations  were  concerned,  they  also  grant- 
ed to  that  government  the  power,  and  imposed  upon  it  the  obligation, 
of  seeuring  inviolate  to  each  of  them  respectively  its  individual  sove- 
re%Dty  over  its  own  domestic  affairs.  The  great  objects  to  be  ef- 
fected and  accomplished,  by  the  establishment  of  the  Federal  Go- 
vernment, appear  to  be,  to  protect  and  defend  each  and  all  the  States 
against  the  action  of  foreign  governments^  by  making  all  the  States 
pne  and  indivisU>le  as  to  those  governments ;  to  prevent  collision 
and  preserve  harmony  among  them,  as  separate  sovereignties ;  to 
seeure  to  each  a  republican  form  of  government,  and  by  consequence 
to  prevent  the  coalition,  or  consolidation  of  the  several  States  into  a 
government,  inconsistent  with  the  individual  sovereignty  of  eaeh. 
It  is  believed,  that  these  are  the  objects  intended  to,be  effected  bj 
the  formation  of  the  Union,  or  confederation,  existing  between  the

several  States,  and  that  the  powers,  granted  in  the  Constitation  lo 
Congress,  and  intended  to  be  exercised  by  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  all  look  lo  their  accomplishment.  Any  exercise  of 
power,  therefore,  by  the  Federal  Government,  however  it  might,  in 
the  estimation  of  that  government,  tend  to  promote  th$  generd  wel- 
fare of  the  several  States,  unless  it  relates  to  these  objects  and  is  ape- 
ciiically  delegated  in  and  by  the  Constitution,  or  is  necessary  to  the 
execution  of  a  specifically  delegated  power,  is  wholly  unauthorised, 
and  must  be  regarded  as  an  encroachment  upon  (he  rights  of  the 
Slates,  or  of  the  people. 

The  question  then  occurs ; — Is  the  power  of  raising  a  revenue  for 
(he  purpose  of  making  internal  improvements,  such  internal  improve- 
ments, as  the  several  States,  in  iheit  individual  character,  are  com- 
petent, without  the  aid  or  consent  of  the  Fedaial  Government,  to 
make,  in  the  manner  and  at  the  times,  each  State  may  deem  it  pro- 
per, a  power  necessary  to  effect  the  objects  for  which  the  Union  was 
formed  ?  and  is  it  granted  in  the  Constitution  to  Congress  ?  That  this 
power  is  expressly  granted  no  one  will  pretend.  Is  it  then  incident 
to  any  power  so  granted  ?  If  it  be  incident  to  any  power  spcifically 

f  anted,  it  musi  be  necessary  for  cariying  that  power  into  execution. 
ut  which  of  the  powers  expressly  granted  to  Congress,  it  may  be 
asked,  can  not  be  fully  exercised  and  executed  without  the  power  of 
inaking  those  internal  improvements,  which  the  several  States  are 
acknowledged  to  be  competent  to  make  without  the  consent  of  Con- 
gress ?  or  rather,  which  of  the  powers  expressly  granted  to  Congress 
£Qu\d  not  be  completely  executed,  even  if  it  had  been  expressly  de- 
clared, in  the  Constitution,  that  Congress  should  not  have  the  power 
to  make  internal  improvements?  It  is  believed  no  one^  however 
strenuous  an  advocate  for  a  system  of  internal  improvements,  will 
pretend,  that  Congress  could  not  fully  execute  all  the  powers  sped- 
iically  granted  in  the  Constitution,  even  if  this  power  had  been  ex- 
pressly denied.  This  power  of  making  internal  improvements,  then, 
not  being  expressly  granted  in  the  Constitution,  aLd  not  being  inci- 
dent to  any  power  so  granted,  or  in  other  words,  this  power  not  be- 
ing one  of  ^^  the  powers  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the  Con- 
stitution, nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States,  is  reserved  to  the  States 
respectively,  or  to  the  people,'*  and,  therefore,  can  not  be  legiti- 
mately exercised  by  Congress. 

A  system  of  internal  improvements  is  clearly,  then,  rrat  an  ob- 
ject for  which  Congress  has  the  power  pf  raising  a  revenue,  or  for 
.which  any  surplus  revenue,  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States, 
can  be  expended,  under  the  existing  Constitution.  It  has  been 
very  justly  asserted  by  the  Legislature  of  South  Carolina,  '^  that  it 
is  an  unl^onstitutional  exercise  of  power  on  the  part  of  Congress,  to 
tax  the  citizens  of  one  State,  to  make  roads  and  canals  for  another 
State,''  and  notwithstanding  the  broad  and  unqualified  power,  as- 
serted in  Congress  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky,  to  lay 
and  collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  excises  without  limitation^  ex- 
cept a9  to  the  mode,  that  General  Assembly  feels  and  admits  the 
force  of  the  objection,  but  disavows  the  knowledge  or  belief*^  that 
Congress  has  ever,  in  fact,  taxed  the  citizens  of  one  State,  to  roako 
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roads  and  canals  for  another."  ^^  If  that  bad  been  done,''  they  saji 
"  it  would  be  admitted  to  be  unconstitutional."  If  Congress  has  ap- 
plied any  portion  of  the  funds  of  the  general  government,  collected 
from  the  resources  of  the  several  States,  or  from  their  joint  proper- 
ty,  for  the  purpose  of  making  roads  or  canals  in  individual  States, 
have  not  the  citizens  not  only  of  one  State,  but  of  allthc  States,  in 
fact  been  taxed,  not  directly,  but  indirectly,  to  make  roads  or  ca- 
nals in  a  single  State  ?  The  circumstance,  that  taxaflon  for  this 
purpose  is  indirect,  cannot  change  the  principle.  That  Concress 
has  thus  applied  a  part  of  the  revenue  of  the  United  States,  it  is  be- 
lieved, none  will  deny.  Will  it,  then,  be  pretended  that  the  citi- 
zens of  one  State  have  not  in  fact  been  taxed  to  make  roads  or  ca- 
nals for  another  State,  because  the  citizens  ofaSthe  States  have  been 
taxed  to  the  same  extent  for  that  purpose  ?  If,  then,  this  cannot  be  as- 
serted, or  pretended,  with  truth,  and  it  cannot,  unless  the  number  of 
the  citizens  of  att  the  States  does  not  embrace  and  comprehend  the 
citizens  of  eacA  of  the  States,  upon  the  principle  unequivocally  conce- 
ded by  the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky,  it  must  be  admitted, 
that  the  application  of  the  funds  of  the  United  States,  raised  by 
*^  taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  excises,"  to  the  construction  of  roads 
and  canals  in  the  individual  States,  is  unconstitutional. 

While  your  committee  believe,  that  no  intelligent  citizen  of  the 
United  States  will  deny  to  Congress  the  power  to  lay  and  collect  a 
direct  tax^  in  want  of  funds  obtained  in  the  usual  mode  by  duties  on 
imports,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  maintaining  fortifica<r 
tions  in  anyone  of  the  States  for  the  defence  of  that  Slate,  they  ap- 
prehend that  few  can  be  found,  who  would  hazard  their  reputation 
for  intelligence  and  discretion  by  asserting  the  power  in  Congress 
to  lay  and  collect  a  direct  tax  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and 
maintaining  roads  and  canals  in  the  several  States.  And  why,  it 
may  be  asked,  do  not  the  advocates  of  a  system  of  internal  im- 
provements, to  be  executed  by  the  fedeial  government,  openly  and 
boldly  maintain  the  power  in  Congress  to  raise  money  by  direct  tax^ 
aHon  for  that  purpose  ?  Congress  can  certainly  lay  and  collect  a 
direct  tax  for  any  purpose  for  which  it  can  raise  a  revenue  by  indi- 
rect taxation^  in  the  shape  of  duties  on  imported  articles,  such  as  n 
imposed  by  the  Tariff;  and  if  it  is  admitted,  that  Congress  can  cpn- 
stitutionally  impose  duties  on  imports  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on 
a  system  of  internal  improvements,  it  must  also  be  conceded,  that  it 
has  the  power  to  impose  direct  taxes  upon  the  people  for  that  par- 
pose.  And  it  may  safely  be  predicted,  that  as  soon  as  the  mean's, 
derived  from  the  farmer  source,  prove  insufficient,  rasort  will  un- 
questionably be  had  to  the  latter,  if  the  several  States,  disregard- 
ing their  interests  and  individual  rights,  acquiesce  in  and  counte- 
nance the  exercise  of  the  power,  assumed  by  Congress,  to  make  ap- 
propriations of  the  funds  of  the  United  States  for  the  purposes  of  in- 
ternal improvements.  But  the  friends  of  this  system  carefully  and 
studiously  keep  out  of  view  this  most  certain  and  unavoidable  con- 
sequence of  their  loose  construction  of  the  Constitution,  direct  taxes 
upon  the  people,  to  any  extent  Congress  shall  think  propel  to  fix. 
Let  the  people  admit  the  soundness  and  correctness  of  this  doctrine, 
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and  tbey  maj  expect  in  a  few  jears  a  Tariff  more  ruinoaa,  than  Ae 
present,  to  the  commercial  interests  of  the  coantry,  and  mth  thatdi- 
red  taxation  ;  they  may  expect,  and  they  will  most  assuredly  find, 
that  burdens,  grievous  to  be  borne,  will  be  imposed  upon  them,  both 
by  direct  and  indirect  taxes.  Let  the  States  yield  up  their  right- 
ful jurisdiction  over  ^'  internal  improvements^  to  the  eeneral  go- 
vernment, and  let  the  people  sanction  the  doctrine,  which  asserts  in 
Congress,  under  the  present  Constitution,  the  power  to  make  Ihem*; 
and  there  can  be  nobounds  set  io  the  innovations,  which  the  fede> 
ral  government  may  claim  io  make  in  ibe  administration  of  State 
affairs,  under  the  name  of  what  she  may  determine  to  be  inlemol 
improvements  ;  the  general  government  might  determine,  if  she 
were  permitted  to  adopt  all  measures,  which  may  be  supposed  to 
promote  the  general  welfare,  that  a  change  in  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  the  several  States,  would  be  greater  internal  improvements 
than  the  construction  of  roads  and  canals ;  and,  if  the  States  supine- 
ly acquiesce  in  the  assumption  of  power  by  Congress  to  make  m^ 
temal  improvements  by  constructing  roads  and  canals,  what  securi- 
ty is  there  to  the  States  and  to  the  people,  that  the  general  govern- 
ment will  not  assume  to  make  what  she  may  consider  internal  im- 
provements, by  changing  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  several 
States,  whenever  she  may  think  the  general  welfare  may  be  there- 
by promoted  ? 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  ruinous  and  monstrous  consequences 
which  must  be  expected  to  result,  from  the  exevcise  of  a  power  by 
the  general  government  to  execute  a  system  of  internal  improve- 
ments ;  a  power  which,  it  is  admitted,  is  not  expressly  given  in  the 
Constitution  to  Congress,  and  which  that  body  can  claim  to  exer- 
cise only  by  a  forced  and  latitudinarian  construction  of  the  Consti- 
tution.   This  system,  which  Congress  have  not  the  rightful  power 
to  execute,  and  which  could  not  be  executed  by  the  general  govern- 
ment, if  she  had  the  necessary  power^  without  resorting  to  a  tar^ 
much  higher  than  that  of  1828,  and  also  to  direct  taxation  upon  the 
people,  if  the  system  is  to  be  carried  on  to  an  extent  corresponding 
in  any  degree  with  the  views  and  wishes  of  its  advocates,  is  no 
other,  than  the  system  falsely  and  absurdly  called  the  ^'  American 
fifys^em."    This  system,  that  appears  never  to  have  been  contem- 
plated by  the  framers  of  the  Constitution,  which  is  the  supreme  law 
of  the  land ;  which  expresses  alt  the  powers  intended  to  be  vested 
in  Coneress,  and  which  ought  to  be  construed  in  favor  of  those,  who 
granted  th^  powers  therein  enumerated  and  upon  whom  they  are  to 
be  exercised,  and  most  rigidly  and  strictly  against  those  by  m^OOl 
those  powers  are  to  be  executed,  is  attempted  to  be  supported  and 
carried  into  effect  by  a  construction  of  the  Constitution,  that,  if 
sanctioped,  will  justify  the  exercise  of  any  power  by  Congress, 
which  that  body  may  choose  to  assume.     This  system,  which,  if 
adopted,  will  tend  to  the  certain  destruction  of  the  State  soverein- 
ties,  finds  advocates  among  patriotic  citizens,  because  the  designing 
and  ambitious,  by  saccessful  artifice,  have  concealed  its  ugliness  and 
deformity,  and  even  made  it  -appear  beautiful  and  fascinating,  by 
dothing  it  in  a  garb  furnished  by  a  name,  ^^  The  American  Sj/stmnJ^ 
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Let  this  system  he  sanctioned  without  an  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution, and  one  step,  or  to  speak  more  properly,  an  alarming  stride, 
is  taken  towards  the  destruction  of  that,  which  to  the  friends  of  civil 
liberty  and  republican  institutions  is  most  dear,  a  written  Constitu- 
tion. Let  the  advocates  of  a  system  of  internal  improvements,  to 
be  executed  by  the  general  government,  succeed  in  their  objects, 
without  an  amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  true  American  System,  that  upon  which  all  our  hopes  of  main- 
taining a  republican  government  and  free  institutions  depend,  will 
inevitably  be  demolished,  and  the  fair  and  noble  edifice,  which  our 
fathers  erected  for  our  protection  and  happiness,  instead  of  being 
preserved  for  the  benefit  of  posterity,  will  fall  in  undistinguishiog 
ruin,  as  well  upon  the  heads  of  the  innocent,  as  of  those,  whose  sa^ 
erilegious  hands  shall  remove  its  supporting  pillars.  The  only  sys- 
tem that  is  worthy  of,  or  that  ought  for  a  moment  to  be  admitted  to 
be  entitled  to;  the  name  of  '^  the  Amcbican  Stbtem,"  is  that, 
which  appears  in  the  written  ConsiUutiona  of  the  United  States  and 
of  the  several  States,  and  this  system  can  only  be  preserved  by^ 
rigid  and  scrupulous  adherence,  in  the  most  minute  particulars,  to 
the  principles  in  them  established,  and  by  frowning  with  indigna*> 
tion  upon  all  and  hurling  them  from  places  of  trust,  who  shall  seek 
to  exercise  powers  not  delegated  to  them  by  the  Constitution,  or 
seek  to  accomplish  objects  other  than  those  for  which  they  may  b# 
placed  in  power.  This  system  of  written  Constitutions  needs  not 
the  aid  of  constructive  powers  to  carry  it  into/ull  and  complete  e£fect. 
It  provider  by  its  own  prescribed  rules  for  enlarging  or  modifying 
the  powers  of  the  servants  of  the  people  ;'  and  when  the  powers  al- 
ready granted  to  their  servants  are  found  to  be  too  limited,  the  peo- 
ple, who  are  the  only  proper  judges  of  what  powers  ought  to  be 
delegated,  will  enlarge  the  powers  granted,  or  give  others,  accord- 
ing to  their  sovereign  will  and  pleasure,  the  only  power  having  con- 
trol over  Constitutions.  This  system  requires  all  placed  in  o$ce  to 
exercise  only  so  much  power  as  is  plainly  given  in  the  written  rule 
by  which  their  conduct  is  to  be  governed,  and  to  abstain  from  the 
exercise  of  all  doubtful  power,  however  usefully  such  power  might 
be  exercised,  if  granted ;  because  it  is  a  material  part  of  the  system, 
that' public  servants,  whether  they  act  individually,  or  in  legislative 
bodies,  shdl  exercise  no  power,  except  what  is  clearly  granted  by 
a  written  Constitution,  or  other  law,  interpreted  according  to  its 
plain  and  obvious  meaning. 

This  system  can  alone  daim^  the  honorable  and  distingnishiog  ap- 
pellation and  title  of  the  Americanr  System^  and  every  system 
which  is  found  to  conflict  with  the  principles  of  this,  must  be  re- 
jected and  detested,  however  fascinating  and  alluring  it  may  appear 
under  the  garb  of  a  borrowed,  or  stolen,  name.  And  the  system  of 
internal  improvements,  to  be  executed  by  the  general  government, 
must  be  regarded  as  conflicting  with  the  American  System,  because 
it  can  only  be  carried  into  efiect  by  the  exercise  of  a  power  not  de- 
legated to  Congiess ;  because  it  proposes  to  effect  objects  by  the 
exercise  of  constructive  powers,  which  would  unquestionably  have 
heen  expressly  granted  to  the  federal  government,  if  it  had  been 


SI 

intended  that  that  government  should  exercise  them,  and  because 
it  proposes  to  subject  to  the  action  of  the  general  goyernment  those 
things,  which  are  more  appropriately  subject  to  the  action,  of  the 
State  governments,  and  which  the  latter  governments  are  perfectly 
competent  to  manage,  without  the  aid  or  consent  of  the  United 
States. 

Whatever  other  powers  Congress  may  possess,  your  Committee 
are  satisfied,  that  the  power  oi  executing  a  system  of  internal  im- 
provements does  not  belong  to  the  federal  government,  and  they 
moat  fully  concur  in  the  justness  of  the  remarks,  contained  in  the 
Governor's  Message,  that  *^  the  course,  which  ha^  been  pursued  by 
the  general  government  in  the  appropriations  for  the  purposes  of 
internal  improvement,  from  the  direct  bearing,  which  it  has  upon 
the  equal  rights,  interests,  and  sovereignty  of  the  individual  States, 
has  become  a  subject  of  too  great  importance  to  be  now  regarded 
with  indifference,  or  suflered  to  pass  by  without  being  presented  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Legislature  and  people  of  this  State.  If 
it  should  continue  to  be  the  policy  of  the  United  States  to  raise  an 
annaal  revenue  from  duties  on  imports  and  from  other  dources,  more 
than  sufficient  for  the  gradual  extinction  of  the  public  debt,  and  the 
ordinary  expenses  of  the  government,  the  surplus  fund  will  remain 
in  the  national  treasury,  without  any  benefit  resulting  therefrom 
to  the  people,  or  some  canatituiianal  mode  must  be  devised  for  its 
appropriation  and  expenditure." 

Believing  that  the  States  are  fully  competent,  and  better  qtialifi- 
ed,  than  the  general  government,  from  their  more  intimate  knoM^ 
ledge  of  the  wants  of  the  people,  to  make  internal  improvements, 
to  the  extent  required  and  at  the  most  suitable  times,  according  to 
the  ability  of  the  people  to  contribute  to  those  objects ;  that  no 
more  money  should  be  collected  into  the  national  treasury,  than 
the  ordinary  exigencies  of  the  government  require  ;  that  much  m<h 
ney'must  be  lost  to  the  people  by  collecting  it  into  the  national 
treasury  for  distribution  among  the  several  States,  and  that  that 
policy  is  best  calculated  to  promote  the  true  interests  of  the  people, 
which  requires  the  lecut  taxation ;  and  believing  also  that  every 
attempt,  by  public  functionaries,  to  exercise  powers  not  delegated 
to  them,  should  meet  the  marked  disapprobation  of  the  several 
States,  as  tending  to  the  injury  of  the  people,  by  marring  the  true 
American  System  and  violating  its  essential  principles,  and  as  en- 
eroateUng  upon  the  rights  of  the  States ;  your  committee,  therefore, 
reeominend  the  passage  of  the  following  Resolutions.

The  eoramittee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Governor's 
message  as  relates  to  the  distribution  of  the  revenue  arising  from 
the  sale  of  (be  Public  Lands  of  the  Union  among  the  several  States 
for  the  purpose  of  education,  &c.  report : 

That  the  citizens  of  this  State  view  with  deep  solicitude  the  ef- 
forts lateijr  made  in  the  National  Legislature  to  deprive  the  Atlan* 
tie  States  of  their  just  and  equitable  rights  to  the  Public  Lands  of 
the  Union<--*Right9  which  they  claim  to  bold*  in  common  with  all 
the  States,  pnd  which  were  asserted  bj^  and  conceded  to  them  at 
the  laying  of  the  foundation  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Union.  It  is 
an  inheritance  which  they  claim  as  the  purchase  of  their  treasures 
and  of  their  blood,  and  is  too  .highly  appreciated  by  them,  to  be  re* 
linquished  without  an  equivalent,  and  loo  dearly  bought  to  be  wan- 
tonly lavished  away. 

The  citizens  of  Delaware  have  beheld  with  pain  and  anxiety,  at- 
tempts which  have  lately  been  made  in  Congress  thus  to  deprive 
them  of  a  conceded  right,  and  di^ipate  the  revenue  derivable  from 
those  lands  by  forcing  sales  within  a  short  period  of  time  and  at 
mere  nominal  prices.  They  consider  such  a  scheme  as  nothing 
less  tban  a  virtual  alienation  of  their  right,  and  a  wanton  sacrifice 
of  their  interest  to  the  cupidity  and  avarice  of  speculators,  many  of 
whom  it  would  soem  are  as  mercenary  and  unprincipled  in  their 
views,  as  they  are  active  and  vociferous  in  their  support  of  them. 
The  people  of  Delaware  look  forward  to  the  time  when  the  Na- 
tional debt  shall  have  been  liquidated  (to  the  payment  of  which, 
the  revenue  accruing  from  the  sales  of  Public  Lands  is  pledged)  as 
a  suitable  and  auspicious  period,  after  which  the  said  revenue  may 
be  distributed  among  the  several  Slates  of  the  Union  for  the  pur- 
pose of  extending  the  means  of  education,  and  thereby  promoting 
the  general  welfare  of  the  Union,  strengthening  its  bands  and'per^ 
petuating  its  bhessings.

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Al^ohedj  That  so  much  as  relates  to  public  inatructioDi  aod  thtf 
subject  of  educatioD,  be  referred  to  the  standing  committee  on  coU 
leges,  academies  and  common  schools. 

Rcsolvedy  That  so  niuch  as  relates  to  the  State  prisons,  the  erec 
tion  of  a  State  prison  for  female  eonvicts,  and  the  condition  of  the 
county  prisons,  be  referred  to  the  standing  committee  on  State  pri- 
Bons. 

Resolved^  That  so  much  -as  relates  to  the  criminal  code,  and  the 
statistics  of  crime  in  this  State,  be  referred  to  the  standing  committee 
on  the  judiciary. 

Resolved^  That  so  much  as  isolates  to  the  law  passed  at  the  last 
session  to  abolish  imprisonment  for  debt,  be  referred  to  a  select 
committee,  to  consider  and  report  thereon. 

Resolved^  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  amendment  of  the  Con* 
stitution,  so  as  to  admit  of  a  reduction  of  the  duty  on  salt,  be  refer- 
red to  the  standing  committee  on  the  manuCacture  of  salt. 

Resolvedy  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  militia,  and  to  the  sur- 
viving officers  and  privates  of  the  revolutionary  war,  be  referred  to 
the  standing  committee  on  the  militia  and  the  public  defence. 

Resalv9dj  That  so  much  as  relates  to  agriculture  and'  agriculturd 
societies,  be  referred  to  the  standing  committee  on  agriculture. 

Which  he  was  directed  to  report  to  the  House ;  and  he  read  the 
report  in  his  place,  and  delivered  the  same  in  at  the  table,  where  it 
was  again  read,  and  agreed  to  by  the  House.

ration the  whole  of  the  said  rail-road  or  way  ;  or  in  the  event  of  a 
failure  by  the  company  to  construct  (he  parts  of  the  said  rail-road 
within  either  of  the  times  above  mentioned,  then  the  rights,  privi- 
leges and  powers  of  the  said  corporation  under  this  act,  shall  be  null 
and  void.  •

§  15.  The  directors  of  the  said  company  shall  cause  the  said  fif- 
tteo  hundred  shares  to  be  sold  by  public  auction,  at  such  time  or

times,  a(  such  plaee  or  places,  and  either  all  at  one  time,  or  part  at 
one  time  and  other  parts  at  other  times,  as  they  may  deem  fit ;  and 
shall  apply  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  payment  of  the  debts  of  the 
said  company,  and  to  the  completion  of  their  main  rail-road,  and  pat- 
ting the  same  in  operation,  and  pioviding  the  requisite  accommoda- 
tions therefor  and  appertaining  thereto.  Any  premium  received 
upon  the  sale  of  the  said  stock,  shall  be  deemed  tolls. 

§  16.  The  increase  of  capital  authorised  by  the  fourteenth  section 
of  this  act,  is  exclusive  of,  and  without  reference  to  the  increase  of 
capital  which  is  authorised  by  the  fourth  section  of  this  act :  And  if 
the  said  company  shall  make  such  increase  of  stock  as  is  authorised 
by  the  said  fourth  section,  the  whdlc  capital  of  the  said  company,

And  the  said  commissioners,  in  determining  the  route 
and  the  termination  of  the  said  canal  at  the  Erie  canal,  shall  be  in- 
fluenced by  regard  foi  economy,  public  utility,  and  the  relinquish- 
ment of  damages,  and  the  amount  of  gifts,  grants  and  donations;  but 
no  water  shall  be  taken  from  the  Oriskany  and  Sadaquada  creeks^ 
for  the  supply  of  the  said  canal.  The  commissioners  shall  apply  to 
every  individuil  whose  land  or  real  estate  shall  be  required  to  be 
taken  for  the  construction  of  the  said  canal,  or  shall  be  so  situated  aa 
to  be  in  any  danger  of  being  affected  by  the  construction  of  said  ca- 
nal ;  and  unless  there  shall  be  a  relinquishment  of,  all  damages  in 
•very  case,  or  a  bond  shall  be  given  to  the  people  of  the  State  for 
the  payment  of  all  damages  in  each  particular  case  in  which  there 
shall  not  be  such  relinquishment  of  damages,  the  said  commissioners 
shall  not  commence  the  said  construction.  The  terms  of  all  such 
bonds  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  canal  commissioners,  and  they  shall 
eertify  that  the  responsibility  of  the  obligors  is  sufficient.  The  said 
commissioners  shall  offer  to  let  the  said  canal  for  construction,  ei- 
ther as  a  whole,  or  in  cohvenient  sections,  as  they  shall  prejTer ;  and 
unless  contracts  shall  be  made  by  responsible  persons,  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  whole  of  said  canal,  for  a  sum  in  the  aggregate  not 
exceeding  one  million  of  dollars,  the  said  commissioners  shall  not  . 
commence  the  said  construction.  If  responsible  persons  shall  offer 
to  construct,  under  the  direction  of  said  commissioners,  any  portion 
of  said  canal,  without  any  charge  to  the  State  therefor,  the  said  com- 
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niissionera  sball  permit  them  to  do  so.  Nor  shell  the  suU  eomieli 
sioners  commenee  the  said  construetion,  until  a  bond  or  bonils  shdl 
be  executed  to  the  people  of  the  State,  in  the  penal  sum  m  (he  ag- 
f;regate  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  to  pajr 
the  whole  amount  which  the  said  construction  shall  coat  mrer  (be 
sum  of  one  million  of  dollars  ;  and  the  said  commissioners  -dhail  «eiv 
tifj  that  the  responsibility  of  the  obligors  ia  sufficient.  The  obllgotf 
shall  have  the  selection  of  the  engineer  to  superintend  the  conatruo* 
tion  of  the  said  oanal,  if  such  selection  shall  be  expressed  in  writing 
hj  a  majority  of  the  said  obligors.

Resolvedy  That  all  legislation  on  religion,  other  than  pursuant  to 
the  constitution,  to  secure  to  "all  mankind  within  this  State  without 
discrimination  or  preference"  the  free  and  unmolested  enjoyment  of 
the  rights  of  opinion  and  free  discussion,  is  unjust,  unauthorized  and 
unconstitutional. 

Resolved^  That  all  existing  laws  by  which  any  person  within  iViis 
State  is  coerced  against  his  conscientious  opinions  to  conform  to  tbe 
religious  cxeeds  or  doctrines  of  others,  are  unjust,  unconstitutional, 
nugatory,  and  ought  to  be  repealed. 

Resolvedy  That  to  obstruct  the  public  streets  or  highways  with 
iron  chains  or  other  impediments  to  the  free  use  thereof  on  Sunday 
or  any  other  day,  is  an  exercise  of  power  without  light,  and  ought  to 
be  interdicted  under  proper  and  effectual  penalties.

A  message  from  the  Governor,  delivered  by  his  private  secretary, 
was  read,  in  the  words  following,  to  wit : 

FeUoW'OUizens  of  the  Senate  unA  of  the  Assembly. 

At  the  opening  of  your  last  session,  it  was  expected  that  the  Na- 
tional Legislature  would  apportion  among  the  States  the  represent 
tation  in  Congress^  at  a  day  so  early  as  to  enable  you  before  your 
adjournment  to  divide  the  State  into  suitable  election  districts.  Our 
hopes  in  this  respect  were  not  realized  ;  and  after  a  Tery  laborious 
session,  you  adjourned,  at  the  usual  time,  having  previously  urovid- 
cd  by  law  for  a  contingent  postponement  of  the  next  election,  in 
case  an  apportionment  should  not  be  made.  Since  your  adjourn- 
ment, Congress  has  acted  upon  this  subject,  and  fixed  a  ratio  of  re- 
presentation in  the  popular  branch  of  that  body,  by  which  our  State 
18  entitled  to  forty  members,  whereby  the  law  postponing  the  elec- 
tion is  annulled. 

On  the  occurrence  of  this  event,  I  have,  in  obedience  to  ray  con* 
stitutional  duty,  as  well  as  in  compliance  with  youi  expressed  wish- 
es, convened  you  at  this  time,  that  you  might  provide  for  the  exer- 
eiae  by  this  State  of  its  full  voice  in  the  councils  of  the  nation.  As 
this  was  my  motive  for  calling  you  together  at  this  unusual  and  un- 
comfortable season  of  the  year,  so  it  is  the  only  business  pertaining 
to  your  duties  within  my  knowledge,  now  so  urgent  as  to  justify  taa 
in  the  exercise  of  this  power.  I  am  happy  to  be  enabled  to  say  this« 
and  to  express  the  belief  that  the  public  wants  will  not  reqdire  of 
you  to  sacrifice  your  personal  comforts  and  private  interests  to  the 
duties  of  ordinary  legislation,  through  a  protracted  session. 

There  is  one  other  subject,  however,  which  I  feel  bound  to  prc- 
Mnt  to  your  consideration,  and  which  may  be  dfspo9cd  of  without 
materially  interfering  with  yonr  special  business,  or  prolonging  your 
session.  I  allude  to  the  supposed  approach,  at  a  time  of  unusual 
heakh  within  our  SMerte,  of  the  Asiatfe  Cholera ;  a  direful  disease^ 
which,  having  spread  desolation  over  a  great  part  of  AtAa,  lias  aA> 
vaneed  with  rapid  strides  through  Europe,  and  is  now  supposed  to 
have  crossed  the  Atlantic  and  to  be  frightfnify  busiedin  the  work 
of  death  among  our  Canadian  neighborf.  It  is  ceHain  that  a  very 
nudignftnt  disease,  in  its  type  resembling  the  much  dreaded  Cholera, 
is  ravaging  the  hordes  of  squalid'emigrants  which  have  been  recent- 
ly disgorged  from  transport  ships  near  our  borders,,  and  has  been 
eoflfMnnnteated  from  them  to  a  portion  of  the  population  of  the  cities 
of  Quebec  and  Montreal. 

It  has  not  been  satisfactorily  ascertained  that  the  disorder  has 
bMD'«otnmQfoicated  within  our  State,  although  a  few  eases  of  sud-^ 
#eiv*detth  have  occurred,' which  would  not'have  attracted  particular 
notice  in  ordinary  times.  Whether  the  disease  which  has  proved 
so  fctal  in  Canada  is  the  Cholera,  or  has  been  produced  by  the  very 
onAlfiM^e'  ctroumstances  under  which  an  unusual  number  of  the 
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moti  detlilote  elass  of  emigrants  have  been  landed  dqriog  warm 
waaiber,  io  a  atraiige  oUaaate;  cannot  be  known  without  i^  more  mi- 
«ute  and  acientific  examination  of  facta.  But  s^  far  as  facts  have 
be^A .ascertained,  theie  b  reason  to  believe  tbfit  the  two  disorders, 
if  of  di£ferent  character  in  other  respects,  resqmble  each  other  in 
these  particulars)  that  they  are  caused  hy  inattention  to  cleanlineas, 
and  hy  enfeebling  dissipations  and  excesses,  and  maj  be  conimuni- 
cated  from  one  person  to  another  in  a  tainted  atmosphere.  Clean- 
liness in  and  about  houses  and  neighborhoods  is  believed  to  be  the 
most  effeelBri  barrier  against  tba  spreading  of  tliia  and  othM  aimilar 
diseases. 

Most  of  the  emigrants  who  land  in  Canada  direct  their  course  to- 
wards the  United  States,  with  a  riew  of  settUti^  there,  and  thus 
expose  our  fellow  citizens  to  the  contagion  of  diseases  which  they 
may  bring  with  them.  Heretofore  it  biui  not  been  deemed  necessa- 
ry to  guard  any  avenue  for  the  approach  of  infectious  diseases,  ex- 
ceft  me  city  of  New^Ynrk,  and  our  quatantine  .end  hei^b  9egu|a- 
tioM  relate  ehiefly  to  that  city.  No  power  now  exists  Jo  my  p^b- 
lie  oficefs  or  municipal  authority  elsewhere  to  interfere  to  prevent 
the  introduetion  of  disease  into  other  parts  of  UaeState.  \Ve  shall 
he  annually  exposed  to  aimilar  incursions,  arKd  I  respectfully  recom- 
mend to  you  to  pass  such  laws  as  may  be  oeeesaary  to  tntot^e.  a  sa^ 
native  quarantine^  at  or  near  the  other  ordinarj  points  ojf  ingress  to 
our  State,  and  to  invest  the  proper  officers  with  suttaient  power  to  act 
promptly  and  efficiently  in  timcis  of  alarm  and  emergency.  An  inli- 
uitely  wise  and  just  God  has  seen  fit  to  employ  pestilence  as  one 
means  of  scourging  the  human  race  for  their  sins,  and  it  seems  to 
be  an  appropriate  one  for  the  sins  of  undeanliness  and  intempe- 
rance ;  and  when  we  can  trace  its  existence  and  propagation  under 
any  cireumstances  to  certain  causes,  it  as  our  duty  to  employ  suita« 
Ue  means  to  remove  those  eausea  and  to  arrest  its  progress* 

Having  thus  discharged  our  duty,  we  may  repose  with  confidence 
upon  a  power,  wisdom  and  mercy  beyond  our  control  or  compre- 
hension, to  bless  our  exertions  and  prayers,  by  removing  from  us 
in  due  time  existing  calamitiea,  or  by  averting  those  which  may 
threaten.

health.

Two  several  petitions  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  counties  of 
Queens  and  Suffolk,  praying  for  the  passage  of  a  law  to  prevent  the 
taking  of  trout  at  certain  seasons  of  the  year  in  certain  waters  in  said 
county,  were  read,  and  referred  to  a  select  committee,  consisting  of 
Mr.  King,  Mr.  Downing  and  Mr.  Williamson. 

Mr.  Van  Schaick,  from  the  select  committee  to  which  was  referred 
the  petition  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of 
New-York,  relative  to  the  depositing  of  rubbish  and  filth  in  public 
places,  reported,  that  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  memorial  are,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee,  true ;  and  they  believe  that  the  health 
and  general  welfare  of  the  city  demand  the  immediate  correction  of 
the  nuisances  complained  of :  They  have  therefore  prepared  a  biU, 
which  they  now  ask  leave  to  introduce. 
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Ordered^  That  leave  be  given  to  bring  in  such  bilL  ' 

Mr,  Van  Schaick,  according  to  leave,  brought  in  the  said  bill,  en* 
titled  ^^An  act  to  prevent  the  depositing  of  dirt  or  other  substances 
upon  public  places  or  lots  in  the  city  of  New-York,  and  to  prevent 
the  discharge  of  fire-arms,  squibs  or  crackers,  in  the  said  city  ;*' 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also 
read  a  second  time. 
Thereupon, 

Mr.  Van  Schaick  made  a  motion  that  the  House  should  agree  to 
order  the  said  bill  to  be  engrossed. , 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  question  whether  the  House  would  agree  to 
the  said  moti<m,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.

Resolved^  That  Jacob  Trumpbour  be  permitted  to  finish  his  sur- 
veys and  maps  accordidg  to  his  undertaking,  and  for  the  stipulated 
compensation. 

Resolvedy  That  under  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  this  ease, 
Jacob  Trumpbour  is  entitled  to  be  reimbursed  such  sums  as  he  has 
necessarily  expended,  by  reason  of  the  interruption  he  has  suffered 
in  the  performance  of  his  contract,  and  that  the  same  be  paid  out  of 
the  canal  fund. 

Resolvedj  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Attorney-General  to  examine 
and  report  to  the  next  Legislature,  whether  any  and  what  further 
legislative  action  is  requisite  to  protect  the  titles  and  secure^  the 
public  property  constituting  the  canals  of  the  State. 

Ordered^  That  the  said  report  and  resolutions  be  laid  upon  the 
table. 

Mr.  Hammond  made  a  motion  that  the  House  should  agree  to  order 
double  the  usual  number  of  copies  of  the  said  report  to  be  printed 
for  the  use  of  the  Legislature.
